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Civil  Service  Charter  Provisions 


Civil  Service  Commission 

Section  140.  There  is  hereby  established  a 
civil  service  commission  which  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  providing  qualified  persons 
for  appointment  to  the  service  of  the  city 
and  county.  All  appointments  in  the  public 
service  shall  be  made  for  the  good  of  the 
public  service  and  solely  upon  merit  and  fit- 
ness, as  established  by  appropriate  tests,  with- 
out regard  to  partisan,  political,  social  or 
other  considerations. 

The  civil  service  commission  shall  consist 
of  three  members,  appointed  by  the  mayor. 
The  commissioners  in  office  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  charter  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
for  which  they  were  appointed,  and  their 
successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of 
six  years  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  odd-numbered  year.  The  persons  so 
appointed  shall,  before  taking  office,  make 
under  oath  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  the  following  declaration:  "I  am  opposed 
to  appointments  to  the  public  service  as  a 
reward  for  political  activity  and  will  execute 
the  office  of  civil  service  commissioner  in  the 
spirit  of  this  declaration."  A  commissioner 
may  be  removed  only  upon  charges  preferred, 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  this  charter  pro- 
vided for  elective  officers.  Each  of  the  com- 
missioners shall  receive  a  monthly  salary 
of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

The  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  secre- 
tary, who  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of 
the  commission. 

Special  meetings  of  the  commission  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  and  adopting  examina- 
tion questions  shall  not  be  open  to  the  public. 

Powers  and  Duties 

Section  141.  The  civil  service  commission 
shall  be  the  employment  and  personnel  de- 
partment of  the  city  and  county  and  shall 
determine  appointments  on  the  basis  of  merit 
and  fitness,  as  shown  by  appropriate  tests. 
The  commission  shall  classify,  and  from  time 
to  time  may  reclassify,  in  accordance  with 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  employment, 
and  training  and  experience  required,  all 
places  of  employment  in  the  departments  and 
offices  of  the  city  and  county  not  specifically 
exempted  by  this  charter  from  the  civil  serv- 


ice  provisions  thereof,  or  which  may  be 
created  hereafter  by  general  law  and  not 
specifically  exempted  from  said  civil  service 
provision.  The  commission  shall  likewise 
classify  all  other  positions  or  other  places  of 
employments  in  the  city  and  county  service 
specifically  exempted  from  the  civil  service 
provisions  of  this  charter,  but  which,  by  the 
provisions  of  section  151,  thereof,  are  made 
subject  to  classification  for  salary  standard- 
ization purposes  on  the  basis  of  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  employment,  and  train- 
ing and  experience  required.  The  civil  service 
commission  shall  be  the  judge  of  such  classi- 
fication. 

The  commission  shall  also,  in  accordance 
with  duties  and  responsibilities,  allocate,  and 
from  time  to  time  may  reallocate,  the  posi- 
tions to  the  various  classes  of  the  classifica- 
tion. The  allocation  or  re-allocation  of  a 
position  shall  not  adversely  affect  the  civil 
service  rights  of  an  occupant  regularly  hold- 
ing such  position.  No  person  shall  hold  a 
position  outside  of  the  classification  to  which 
he  has  been  appointed,  provided  that  every 
employee  of  any  department  or  office  shall 
discharge  any  of  the  duties  pertaining  to 
such  department  or  office  to  which  his  chief 
may  temporarily  assign  him. 

The  class  titles  and  class  numbers  assigned 
to  positions  by  the  commission  shall  be  used 
in  all  records,  reports,  statements  and  com- 
munications, including  the  compensation  sche- 
dule, annual  budget  and  salary  ordinance, 
payrolls,  and  appropriation  ordinances. 

The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  to  carry 
out  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
charter,  such  rules  shall  govern  applications; 
examinations;  eligibility;  duration  of  eligible 
lists;  certification  of  eligibles;  appointments; 
promotions;  transfers;  resignations;  lay-offs 
or  reduction  in  force,  both  permanent  and 
temporary,  due  to  lack  of  work  or  funds,  re- 
trenchment, or  completion  of  work;  the  filling 
of  positions,  temporary,  seasonal  and  perma- 
nent; classification;  approval  of  payrolls;  and 
such  other  matters  as  are  not  in  conflict 
with  this  charter.  The  commission  may,  upon 
one  week's  notice,  make  changes  in  the  rules, 
which  changes  shall  thereupon  be  published, 
and  be  in  force;  provided  that  no  such  change 
in  rules  shall  affect  a  case  pending  before 
the  commission.  The  secretary  may  certify 
eligibles  and  payrolls  and  conduct  examina- 
tions under  the  rules  of  the  commission. 

The  commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
institute  and  prosecute  legal  proceedings  for 
violations  of  any  of  the  civil  service  pro- 
visions of  this  charter. 
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Positions 

(As  amended  1-12-33) 

Section  142.  All  positions  in  all  depart- 
ments and  offices  of  the  city  and  county, 
Including  positions  created  by  laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  where  the  compensation 
Is  paid  by  the  city  and  county,  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  classified  civil  service  of  the 
city  and  county,  and  shall  be  filled  from  lists 
of  eligibles  prepared  by  the  civil  service  com- 
mission, excepting  (1)  positions  in  which  at- 
torneys and  physicians  are  employed  in  their 
professional  capacity  to  perform  only  duties 
included  in  their  professions,  but  exclusive 
of  any  administrative  or  executive  position 
for  which  such  professional  status  constitutes 
only  part  of  the  qualifications  therefor;  (2) 
inmate  or  institutional  help,  or  part-time  serv- 
ices, where  the  compensation  including  the 
value  of  any  allowances  in  addition  thereto 
is  less  than  eighty  dollars  ($80.00)  per  month; 
and  (3)  persons  employed  in  positions  out- 
side the  city  and  county  upon  construction 
work  being  performed  by  the  city  and  county 
when  such  positions  are  exempted  from  said 
classified  civil  service  by  an  order  of  the 
civil  service  commission;  and  (4)  persons  em- 
ployed in  positions  in  any  department  for 
expert  professional  temporary  services,  and 
when  such  positions  are  exempted  from  said 
classified  civil  service  for  a  specified  period 
of  said  temporary  service,  by  order  of  the 
civil  service  commission;  and  (5)  such  posi- 
tions as,  by  other  provisions  in  this  charter, 
are  specifically  exempted  from,  or  where  the 
appointment  is  designated  as  exclusive  of, 
the  civil  service  prosivions  of  this  charter. 

The  civil  service  rights,  acquired  by  persons 
under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  super- 
seded by  this  charter,  shall  continue  under 
this  charter. 

Where  existing  positions  that  have  hereto- 
fore been  exempt  from  civil  service  examina- 
tions are  now  made  subject  to  examination 
by  this  charter,  the  incumbents  of  such  posi- 
tions who  have  held  such  positions  for  a 
period  of  one  year  continuously  next  preced- 
ing the  time  that  this  charter  shall  go  into 
effect,  shall  be  continued  in  their  positions  as 
if  appointed  thereto  after  examination  and 
certification  from  a  list  of  eligibles  and  shall 
be  governed  thereafter  by  the  provisions  of 
this  charter. 

Any  person  holding  a  salaried  office  under 
the  city  and  county,  whether  by  election  or 
appointment,  who  shall  during  his  term  of 
office,  hold  or  retain  any  other  salaried  office 
under  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
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or  of  this  State,  or  who  shall  hold  any  other 
salaried  office  connected  with  the  government 
of  the  city  and  county,  or  who  shall  become 
a  member  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  thereby  vacated  the  office  held  by 
him  under  the  city  and  county. 

Creation  of  Positions 

Section  143.  Positions  in  any  department 
or  office  of  the  city  and  county  may  be 
created,  as  provided  by  this  charter,  by  appro- 
priation ordinance  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 
Copy  of  each  such  ordinance  creating  or 
abolishing  positions  shall  be  filed,  on  the 
approval  thereof,  with  the  civil  service  com- 
mission by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors. Before  the  appointing  officer  shall 
make  recommendation  for  the  creation  of  any 
new  or  additional  position  in  any  department 
or  office,  he  shall  request  and  receive  from 
the  commission  the  proper  designation  and 
classification  of  such  position  based  on  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  thereof,  and  if 
such  position  is  included  in  the  classifiea 
civil  service,  the  commission  may,  in  writing, 
express  to  the  appointing  officer  its  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not  such  position  Is  needed. 

Immediate  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given 
to  the  civil  service  commission  by  the  ap- 
pointing officer  of  each  department  and  office 
of  the  city  and  county  of  the  creation  or 
abolition  of  any  position,  or  of  any  change 
in  duties  if  the  position  is  included  in  the 
classified  civil  service,  or  of  any  appoint- 
ment, resignation,  suspension,  dismissal  or 
other  creation  of  vacancy  therein,  with  the 
date  of  any  such  change.  If  said  appointing 
officer  is  also  empowered  to  establish  com- 
pensation rates  or  make  changes  therein,  he 
shall  notify  the  commission  of  any  such  rate 
or  change  therein.  The  commission  shall 
maintain  a  record  of  all  such  notifications. 

The  term  "appointing  officer"  as  used  in 
this  charter  shall  also  include  any  board  or 
commission  in  the  exercise  of  its  power  to 
appoint  a  department  head  or  other  officer 
or  employee  designated  by  this  charter  as 
appointive  by  such  board  or  commission. 

Applications 

Section  144.  Any  citizen  having  the  quali- 
fications prescribed  by  section  7  of  this  char- 
ter may  submit  himself  for  any  examination 
under  conditions  established  by  the  civil 
service  commission.  The  commission  shall 
advertise  in  the  official  paper  the  time,  place 
and  general  scope  of  all  examinations  for  en- 
trance into  the  public  service  and  may  take 
further  appropriate  means  to  interest  suitable 
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applicants.  When  examinations  for  promo- 
tion are  to  be  held,  the  commission  shall 
give  notice  thereof  to  all  persons  in  positions 
entitling  them  under  the  civil  service  rules, 
to  participate  in  such  examination,  by  posting 
Information  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
mission for  a  period  of  ten  days  and  notify- 
ing the  departments  concerned. 

Qualifications  and  Tests 

Section  145.  All  applicants  for  places  in 
the  classified  service  shall  submit  to  tests, 
which  shall  be  competitive  and  without  charge 
to  the  applicants.  The  commission  shall  con- 
trol all  examinations  and  may  employ  suit- 
able persons  in  or  out  of  the  public  service 
to  act  as  examiners.  The  tests  may  be  writ- 
ten, oral,  mechanical  or  physical,  or  any  com- 
bination of  them,  practical  in  character  and 
related  to  matters  fairly  to  test  the  relative 
capacity  of  applicants  for  the  positions  to 
be  filled.  The  commission  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  the  adequacy  of  the  tests  to  rate  the 
capacity  of  the  applicants  to  perform  service 
for  the  city  and  county.  The  commission 
may,  for  each  examination,  establish  a  pass- 
ing mark  or  may  determine  the  total  num- 
ber of  persons  who  shall  constitute  the  list 
of  eligibles.  The  commission  shall  prepare 
from  the  returns  of  the  examiners  the  list 
of  eligibles,  arranged  in  order  of  relative 
excellence.  No  question  submitted  ,  to  appli- 
cants shall  refer  to  political  or  religious 
opinions  or  fraternal  affiliations. 

Applicants  for  entrance  positions  in  the 
uniformed  forces  of  the  fire  and  the  police 
departments  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  appointment  and  shall 
have  the  physical  qualifications  required  for 
enlistment  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy 
and  Marine  Corps. 

Applicants  for  positions  in  the  mechanical 
trades  and  occupations  may  in  the  discretion 
of  the  commission,  be  rated  solely  on  experi- 
ence and  physical  qualifications  which  may  be 
demonstrated  by  such  evidence  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  commission  may  direct  and 
such  applicant  may  be  permitted  to  such 
further  tests  as  the  commission  may  require. 
Examinations  of  laborers  shall  relate  only  to 
physical  qualifications  and  experience,  and 
laborers  establishing  their  fitness  shall  rank 
upon  the  register  in  order  of  priority  of  ap- 
plication. 

The  commission  may  remove  all  names 
from  the  list  of  eligibles  after  they  have  re- 
mained thereon  for  more  than  two  years  and 
all  names  thereon  shall  be  removed  at  the 
expiration   of   four   years.     The  commission 
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may,  however,  provide  in  the  scope-circular 
of  any  examination  that  the  list  of  eligibles 
secured  thereby  shall  automatically  expire 
at  a  date  not  less  than  two  or  more  than 
four  years  after  the  adoption  of  such  list. 

Veterans  with  thirty  days  or  more  actual 
service,  and  widows  of  such  veterans,  who 
become  eligible  for  appointment  by  attaining 
the  passing  mark  in  any  examination,  shall 
be  allowed  an  additional  credit  of  5  per  cent 
in  making  up  the  list  of  eligibles  secured  by 
such  examination.  The  term  "veteran"  as 
used  in  this  section  shall  be  taken  to  mean 
any  person  who  has  been  mustered  into,  or 
served  in,  the  Army,  or  enlisted  in,  or  served 
in,  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  of  the  United 
States,  in  time  of  war  and  received  an  hon- 
orable discharge  or  certificate  of  honorable 
active  service.  In  the  case  of  promotive 
examinations,  when  the  passing  mark  has 
been  attained,  a  credit  of  3  per  cent  shall 
be  allowed  to  veterans  or  to  widows  of  such 
veterans.  No  more  than  one  such  entrance 
preference,  or  one  such  promotive  preference 
may  be  allowed  to  any  one  person.  The 
civil  service  commission  may,  for  services  or 
employment  specified  by  the  commission,  al- 
low general  or  individual  preference,  but  not 
less  than  10  per  cent,  for  entrance  appoint- 
ment of  veterans  who  have  suffered  per- 
manent disability  in  line  of  duty,  provided 
that  such  disability  would  not  prevent  the 
proper  performance  of  the  duties  required 
under  such  service,  or  employment,  and  pro- 
vided that  such  disability  is  of  record  in  the 
United  States  Veterans  Bureau. 

Promotions 

Section  146.  Whenever  it  deems  it  to  be 
practicable,  the  commission  shall  provide  for 
promotion  in  the  service  on  the  basis  of  such 
examinations  and  tests  as  the  commission 
may  deem  appropriate,  and  shall,  in  addition, 
give  consideration  to  ascertained  merit  and 
records  of  city  and  county  service  of  appli- 
cants. The  commission  shall  announce  in 
the  examination  scope  circular  the  next  low- 
er rank  or  ranks  from  which  the  promotion 
may  be  made.  All  promotions  in  the  police 
and  fire  departments,  respectively,  shall  be 
made  from  the  next  lower  rank  on  the  basis 
of  examinations  and  tests,  seniority  of  service 
and  meritorious  public  service  being  con- 
sidered. 

No  Aid,  Hindrance,  Fraud  or 
CoUussion  Permitted 

Section  147.  No  person  or  officer  shall,  by 
himself  or  in  cooperation  with  other  persons, 
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defeat,  deceive  or  obstruct  any  person  in 
respect  to  his  or  her  right  of  examination; 
or  falsely  mark,  grade,  estimate  or  report 
upon  the  examination  or  proper  standing  ol 
any  person  examined  hereunder,  or  aid  in 
so  doing;  or  make  any  false  representations 
concerning  the  same,  or  concerning  the  per- 
son examined;  or  furnish  to  any  person  any 
special  or  secret  information  for  the  purpose 
of  either  improving  or  injuring  the  prospects 
or  chances  of  any  person  of  being  appointed, 
employed  or  promoted. 

Any  eligible  securing  standing  on  a  list 
by  fraud,  concealment  of  fact  or  violation 
of  commission  rules  shall  be  removed  from 
such  list  and  if  certified  or  assigned  to  a 
position  shall  be  removed  therefrom. 

Requisition,  Certification  and 
Appointment 

Section  148.  Whenever  a  position  con- 
trolled by  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this 
charter  is  to  be  filled  ,the  appointing  officer 
shall  make  a  requisition  to  the  civil  service 
commission  for  a  person  to  fill  it.  Thereupon, 
the  commission  shall  certify  to  the  appoint- 
ing officer  the  name  and  address  of  the  per- 
son standing  highest  on  the  list  of  eligibles 
for  such  position.  In  case  the  position  is 
promotive,  the  commission  shall  certify  the 
name  of  the  person  standing  highest  on  such 
list.  In  making  such  certification,  sex  shall 
be  disregarded  except  when  a  statute,  a  rule 
of  the  commission  or  the  appointing  officer 
specifies  sex. 

From  the  requisition  of  the  appointing  offi- 
cer or  othervirise,  the  commission  shall  deter- 
mine whether  the  position  is,  in  character, 
temporary,  seasonal  or  permanent,  and  shall 
notify  the  candidate  in  accordance  therewith 
to  the  end  that  the  candidate  may  have 
knowledge  of  the  probable  duration  of  em- 
ployment. The  commission  shall  provide  for 
such  waiver  of  temporary  or  seasonal  em- 
ployment as  it  may  deem  just  to  candidates. 

Any  appointment  to  a  position  declared  per- 
manent by  the  commission  shall  be  on  pro- 
bation for  a  period  of  six  months.  At  any 
time  before  the  expiration  of  six  months  the 
appointing  officer  may  terminate  the  appoint- 
ment. The  commission  shall  inquire  into  the 
circumstances  and  may  declare  such  person 
dismissed,  or  may  return  the  name  to  the 
list  of  eligibles  for  certification  to  another 
department.  Immediately  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  six  months'  probationary  period, 
the  appointing  officer  shall  report  to  the 
civil  service  commission  as  to  the  competence 
of  the  probationer  for   the   position   and,  if 
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competent,  shall  recommend  permanent  ap- 
pointment. 

Emergency  Appointments 

(As    amended  1-12-33) 

Section  149.  When  no  list  of  eligibles  is 
available  for  a  position  in  the  class  requisi- 
tioned by  the  appointing  officer,  the  commis- 
sion may  certify  for  civil  service  temporary 
appointment  an  eligible  from  another  list 
deemed  by  the  commission  to  be  suitable  to 
temporarily  provide  the  service  desired;  or 
may  authorize  the  appointing  officer  to  make 
a  non-civil  service  emergency  appointment 
thereto  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety 
days  and  only  until  a  regular  appointment 
under  the  provisions  of  this  charter  can  be 
made.  If  a  non-civil  service  emergency  ap- 
pointment is  authorized,  the  Commission  shall 
immediately  hold  an  examination  and  estab- 
lish an  eligible  list  for  such  position.  If  its 
annual  appropriation  is  insufficient  to  meet 
the  cost  of  said  examination,  it  shall  report 
to  the  mayor  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and 
the  mayor  shall  request  and  the  supervisors 
shall  make  supplemental  appropriation  there- 
for in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  supple- 
mental appropriations.  No  person  shall  be 
compensated  under  any  non-civil  service 
emergency  appointment  or  appointments  as 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph for  a  period  exceeding  ninety  days  in 
any  fiscal  year,  and  no  claim  or  warrant 
therefor  shall  be  approved,  allowed  or  paid 
for  any  compensation  in  excess  of  such  ninety 
days. 

Whenever  the  board  of  supervisors  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  all  its  members  shall 
declare  that  an  unemployment  emergency 
exists  throughout  the  city  and  county  because 
of  extraordinary  conditions  due  to  unemploy- 
ment, and  shall  fix  the  period  during  which 
such  unemployment  emergency  shall  be  offi- 
cially recognized,  the  civil  service  commis- 
sion shall  then  have  power  to  exempt  from 
civil  service  examinations  during  such  emer- 
gency period  all  places  of  employment  that 
may  be  created  by  special  appropriation  to 
relieve  such  unemployment  emergency;  pro- 
vided, that  no  action  shall  be  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  that  will 
adversely  affect  the  rights  of  civil  service 
eligibles  for  employment  in  the  usual  tempo- 
rary and  permanent  positions  that  are  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance. 
The  civil  service  commission  shall  adopt 
special  rules  for  the  government  of  appoint- 
ments to  the  emergency  positions  that  may 
be  created  under  the  authority  of  this  para- 
graph. 
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Verification  of  Payrolls 

Section  150.  All  personal  services  shall  be 
paid  by  warrants  on  the  basis  of  a  claim, 
bill,  timeroll  or  payroll  approved  by  the  head 
of  the  department  or  office  employing  such 
service.  The  claims,  bills  or  payrolls,  here- 
inafter designated  as  payrolls,  for  salaries, 
wages  or  compensation  for  personal  services 
of  all  officers,  assistants  and  employees,  of 
every  class  or  description  , without  regard  to 
the  name  or  title  by  which  they  are  known, 
for  each  department  or  office  of  the  city 
and  county  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  civil 
service  commission  before  presentation  to  the, 
controller. 

The  secretary  of  the  commission  shall 
examine  and  approve  such  payroll  for  all 
persons  legally  appointed  to  or  employed  in 
positions  legally  established  under  this  char- 
ter. The  payrolls  thus  approved,  with  nota- 
tion of  any  item  thereof  disapproved,  shall 
be  then  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  and  transmitted  by  him  to  the 
controller.  The  controller  shall  not  approve 
and  the  treasurer  shall  not  pay  any  claim 
for  personal  services,  or  pay  check  or  war- 
rant for  salary,  wages  or  compensation  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
said  secretary. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  verification  of 
claims,  bills,  timerolls,  or  payrolls,  contrac- 
tual services  represented  by  teams  or  trucks 
hired  by  any  department  head  or  other  offi- 
cer of  the  city  and  county  shall  be  considered 
in  the  same  manner  as  personal  service  items 
and  shall  be  included  on  payrolls  as  approved 
by  said  department  heads  or  other  officers, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  examination  and  ap- 
proval by  the  secretary  of  the  civil  service 
commission  and  the  contraller  in  the  same 
manner  as  payments  for  personal  services. 

The  salary  ,wage  or  other  compensation 
fixed  for  each  officer  and  employee  in, 
or  as  provided  by  this  charter,  shall  be  in 
full  compensation  for  all  services  rendered, 
and  every  officer  and  employee  shall  pay  all 
fees  and  other  moneys  received  by  him,  in 
the  course  of  his  office  or  employment,  into 
the  city  and  county  treasury  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  32  of  this  charter. 

No  officer  or  employee  shall  be  paid  for  a 
greater  time  than  that  covered  by  his  actual 
service. 

Standardization  of  Compensations 

Section  151.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall 
have  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  fix 
by  ordinance  from  time  to  time,  as  in  this 
section  provided  ,all  salaries,  wages  and  com- 
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pensations  of  every  kind  and  nature,  except 
pension  or  retirement  allowances,  for  the 
positions,  or  places  of  employment,  of  all 
officers  and  employees  of  all  departments, 
offices,  boards  and  commissions  of  the  city 
and  county  in  all  cases  where  such  compen- 
sations are  paid  by  the  city  and  county. 

Compensations  specified  in  this  charter 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  Compensations  of  the  teaching  and 
other  technical  forces  of  the  school  depart- 
ment, librarians  and  technical  assistants  of 
the  library  department,  employees  of  the 
California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  the 
M.  H.  de  Young  Memorial  Museum,  Stein- 
hart  Aquarium,  park  and  law  library  depart- 
ments, construction  employees  engaged  out- 
side of  the  city  and  county,  part-time  em- 
ployees, and  inmate  and  institutional  help 
receiving  less  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per 
month,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  department  head, 
in  charge  thereof,  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  or  commission,  if  any,  in  charge  of  the 
department  concerned  and  subject  to  the 
budget  and  appropriation  provisions  of  this 
charter;  provided  that  part-time  employees 
shall  be  recorded  as  such  by  a  department 
head,  only  with  the  approval  of  the  civil 
service  commission  and,  when  so  recorded, 
shall  be  noted  as  part-time  on  payrolls,  bud- 
get estimates,  salary  ordinances  and  similar 
documents. 

In  fixing  schedules  of  compensation,  as  in 
this  section  provided,  the  board  of  super- 
visors, through  the  civil  service  commission, 
shall  cause  a  schedule  of  compensations  to 
be  proposed,  based  upon  the  classification  as 
provided  in  section  141,  under  which  like 
compensation  shall  be  paid  for  like  service, 
with  due  regard  to  the  seniority  of  the  per- 
sonnel included  in  each  class,  and  with  re- 
gard also  to  other  compensations  in  the  city 
and  county  service  not  subject  to  salary 
standardization.  Such  compensations  shall 
be  not  higher  than  prevailing  rates  for  like 
service  and  working  conditions  in  private 
employment  or  in  other  comparable  govern- 
mental organizations  in  this  state. 

The  board  of  supervisors  may  approve, 
amend  or  reject  the  schedule  of  compensa- 
tions proposed  by  the  civil  service  commis- 
sion; provided  that  any  proposed  amendment 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  before 
adoption,  be  referred  to  the  civil  service 
commission  for  report  as  to  what  other 
changes,  and  the  cost  thereof  such  proposed 
amendment  would  require  to  maintain  an 
equitable  relationship  with  other  rates  in 
such  schedule. 
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Where  any  compensation  paid  on  January 
1,  1931,  is  higher  than  the  standard  compen- 
sation fixed  as  provided  in  this  section  for 
such  position  or  employment,  said  compen-. 
sation  shall  be  continued  to  the  incumbent 
of  such  position  as  long  as  he  legally  holds 
said  position,  and  department  heads,  in  co- 
operation with  the  civil  service  commission 
where  said  commission  has  jurisdiction,  shall 
continuously  offer  all  possible  opportunities 
to  said  incumbents  to  assume  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities in  higher  classifications  consist- 
ent with  the  higher  rates  of  compensation 
hereby  continued.  New  entrants  to  such 
positions  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  fixed  for 
such  duties,  responsibilities,  and  positions  by 
the  schedule  of  compensations  hereinbefore 
in  this  section  referred  to. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  salary  standards 
as  provided  in  this  section,  no  increases  in 
compensation  shall  be  allowed  other  than  as 
authorized  in  section  71  of  this  charter. 

Where  compensations  for  services  com- 
monly paid  on  an  hourly  or  a  per  diem  basis 
are  established  on  a  weekly,  semi-monthly  or 
monthly  salary  basis  for  city  and  county 
services,  such  salary  shall  be  based  on  the 
prevailing  hourly  or  per  diem  rate,  where 
this  can  be  established,  and  the  application 
thereto  of  the  normal  or  average  hours  or 
days  of  actual  working  time,  in  the  city  and 
county  service,  including  an  allowance  for 
annual  vacation.  Every  person  employed  in 
the  city  and  county  service  shall,  after  one 
year's  service,  be  allowed  a  vacation  with 
pay  of  two  calendar  weeks,  annually,  as  long 
as  he  continues  in  his  employment. 

Service  Records 

Section  152.  The  civil  service  commission 
shall  establish  an  inspection  service  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  conduct  of  and 
action  of  appointees  in  all  positions  and  of 
securing  records  of  service  for  promotion  and 
other  purposes.  All  departments  shall  co- 
operate with  the  commission  in  making  its 
investigations  and  any  person  hindering  the 
commission  or  its  agents  shall  be  subject  to 
suspension. 

Leaves  of  Absence 

Section  153.  Leaves  of  absence  to  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city  and  county  shall 
be  governed  by  rules  established  by  the  civil 
service  commission,  provided  that  leave  of 
absence  to  any  officer  or  employee  for  the 
purpose  of  leaving  the  city  and  county,  tak- 
ing a  position  outside  of  the  city  and  county 
service,  or  accepting  a  position  in  some  de- 
partment or  office  of  the   city  and  county 
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other  than  the  one  in  which  he  is  employed 
and  where  the  duties  are  in  no  way  related 
to  the  duties  covered  by  his  civil  service 
classification,  shall  be  limited  to  six  months; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  limit  shall  be 
placed  on  a  leave  of  absence  granted  to 
enable  an  officer  or  employee  to  accept  pro- 
motion to  a  non-civil  service  position  in  the 
same  department  in  which  he  holds  civil 
service  status,  or  promotion  to  co-related 
work  in  another  department  or  office  of  the 
city  and  county. 

Leaves  of  absence  shall  be  granted  to  offi- 
cers, employees  and  persons  on  eligible  lists 
for  terms  of  service  in  the  Army,  the  Navy  or 
the  Marine  Corps,  in  time  of  war  and  for 
such  time  thereafter  as  may  be  provided  by 
rule  of  the  commission,  but  not  to  exceed 
two  years  after  the  proclamation  of  peace, 
except  in  case  of  disability  incurred  in  line 
of  duty,  when  such  disability  shall  extend 
beyond  such  period.  If  a  person  on  such 
leave  has  been  appointed  to  a  permanent  posi- 
tion, he  shall  be  entitled  to  resume  such 
position  at  the  expiration  of  his  leave,  and 
if  any  civil  service  rights  accrue  to  any  ap- 
pointee by  reason  of  seniority,  the  term  of 
service  shall  be  reckoned  a  part  of  his  serv- 
ice under  the  city  and  county,  exclusive  of 
service  under  the  retirement  provisions  of 
this  charter.  If  persons  on  such  leave  have 
standing  on  an  eligible  list,  they  shall  retain 
their  places  thereon,  and  upon  presenting  an 
honorable  discharge  from  such  wartime  serv- 
ice shall  be  preferred  for  appointment  in  the 
order  of  standing  upon  such  register  at  the 
time  of  enlistment  and  before  candidates 
securing  standing  through  an  examination 
held  subsequent  to  such  enlistment. 

The  civil  service  commission,  by  rule  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  ordinance,  shall  provide  for  leaves 
of  absence  due  to  illness  or  disability,  which 
leave  or  leaves  may  be  cumulative,  if  not 
used  as  authorized,  provided  that  the  accumu- 
lated unused  period  of  sick  leave  shall  not 
exceed  six  months,  regardless  of  length  of 
service,  and  provided  further  that  violation 
or  abuse  of  the  provisions  of  said  rule  and 
ordinance  by  any  officer  or  employee  shall 
be  deemed  an  act  of  insubordination  and  in- 
attention to  duties. 

Suspension  and  Dismissal  for  Cause 

Section  154.  No  person  employed  under 
the  civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter, 
exclusive  of  members  of  the  police  and  fire 
department  as  provided  under  section  155, 
hereof,  in  a  position  defined  by  the  commis- 
sion   as   "permanent"    shall    be    removed  or 
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discharged  except  for  cause,  upon  written 
charges,  and  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  own  defense.  Pending  such  hearing, 
the  appointing  officer  may  suspend  the  per- 
son so  accused;  but  such  suspension  shall 
not  be  valid  for  more  than  thirty  days,  unless 
hearing  upon  the  charge  shall  be  delayed 
beyond  such  time  by  the  act  of  the  accused 
person.  When  charges  are  made,  the  appoint- 
ing officer  shall,  in  writing,  notify  the  person 
accused  of  the  time  and  place  when  the 
charges  will  be  heard,  by  mailing  such  state- 
ment to  his  last  known  address.  The  ap- 
pointing officer  shall  publicly  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  charges,  and  may  exonerate,  sus- 
pend or  dismiss  the  accused.  The  civil  serv- 
ice commission  shall  immediately  be  notified 
of  the  charges  when  made,  of  the  hearing, 
and  of  the  finding  thereon.  The  finding  of 
the  appointing  officer  shall  be  final,  unless 
within  thirty  days  therefrom  the  dismissed 
employee  appeals  to  the  civil  service  com- 
mission. The  appeal  and  all  proceedings 
shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  briefly  state 
the  grounds  therefor.  The  civil  service  com- 
mission shall  examine  into  the  case  and  may 
require  the  appointing  officer  to  furnish  a 
record  of  the  hearing  and  may  require  in 
writing  any  additional  evidence  it  deems  ma- 
terial, and  may,  thereupon,  make  such  deci- 
sion as  it  deems  just.  The  order  or  decision 
of  the  commission  upon  such  appeal  shall  be 
final  and  shall  forthwith  be  enforced  by  the 
appointing  officer.  If  the  civil  service  com- 
mission shall  reverse  or  alter  the  finding  of 
the  appointing  officer  it  may,  in  its  discretion, 
order  that  the  employee  affected  be  paid  sal- 
ary from  the  time  of  his  discharge  or  sus- 
pension. 

The  civil  service  commission  may  hear  and 
determine  any  charge  filed  by  a  citizen  or 
by  the  authorized  agents  of  the  commission 
when  the  appointing  officer  neglects  or  re- 
fuses to  act.  Removal  or  discharge  may  be 
made  for  any  of  the  following  causes:  incom- 
petence, habitual  intemperance,  immoral  con- 
duct, insubordination,  discourteous  treatment 
of  the  public,  dishonesty,  inattention  to  duties, 
or  engaging  in  prohibited  political  activities. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  limit  or  re- 
strict rules  adopted  by  the  commission  gov- 
erning lay-offs  or  reduction  in  force. 

The  appointing  officer  may,  for  disciplinary 
purposes,  suspend  a  subordinate  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days;  and  suspension 
shall  carry  with  it  the  loss  of  salary  for  the 
period  of  suspension. 
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Fire  and  Police  Disciplinary 
Procedure 

Section  155.  Members  of  the  fire  or  the 
police  department  guilty  of  any  offense  or 
violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  their 
respective  departments,  shall  be  liable  to  be 
punished  by  reprimand,  or  by  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding one  month's  salary  for  any  offense, 
or  by  suspension  for  not  to  exceed  three 
months,  or  by  dismissal,  after  trial  and  hear- 
ing by  the  commissioners  of  their  respective 
departments. 

Members  of  either  department  shall  not  be 
subject  to  dismissal,  nor  to  punishment  for 
any  breach  of  duty  or  misconduct,  except  for 
cause,  nor  until  after  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial  before  the  commissioners  of  their  re- 
spective departments,  upon  a  verified  com- 
plaint filed  with  such  commission  setting 
forth  specifically  the  acts  complained  of,  and 
after  such  reasonable  notice  to  them  as  to 
time  and  place  of  hearings  as  such  commis- 
sion may,  by  rule,  prescribe.  The  accused 
shall  be  entitled,  upon  hearing,  to  appear  per- 
sonally and  by  counsel;  to  have  a  public 
trial;  and  to  secure  and  enforce,  free  of  ex- 
pense, the  attendance  of  all  witnesses  neces- 
sary for  his  defense. 

Transfer  of  Disabled 

Section  156.  When  a  civil  service  employee 
other  than  a  member  of  the  police  and  fire 
department,  who  has  served  not  less  than 
three  years  in  his  position  has  become  in- 
capable through  age,  accident  or  other  dis- 
ability of  performing  the  duties  of  his  posi- 
tion, the  civil  service  commission  may,  with 
the  consent  of  the  appointing  officer,  trans- 
fer him  to  a  position  within  his  capacities, 
whether  or  not  within  the  class  for  which  he 
qualified  for  appointment;  but  such  position 
shall  be  one  having  a  lesser  compensation 
than  the  one  from  which  he  may  be  trans- 
ferred, and  his  compensation  shall  not  there- 
after be  increased. 

Prohibition  of  Political  Activity 

Section  157.  Active  participation  in  city 
and  county  politics,  relative  to  the  election 
or  appointment  of  public  officials,  by  civil 
service  employees  and  eligibles  of  the  city 
and  county,  is  subversive  of  the  best  interests 
of  the  merit  system,  and,  therefore,  persons 
holding  positions  in  the  classified  civil  service 
or  on  eligible  lists  for  such  positions  shall 
take  no  active  part  in  such  political  cam- 
paigns, or  in  soliciting  votes,  or  in  levying, 
contributing   or   soliciting   funds   or  support. 
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in  each  case  for  the  purpose  of  favoring  or 
hindering  the  appointment  or  election  of  can- 
didates for  city  and  county  offices.  Viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  an  act  of  insubordination  and  con- 
sidered good  cause  for  suspension  or  dismissal 
from  position  or  removal  from  eligible  list. 

(For  borough  civil  service  provision,  in  the 
event  of  consolidation  of  San  Mateo  County, 
see  sections  187  to  218,  inclusive,  of  the  char- 
ter.) 

(For  civil  service  procedure,  in  case  the 
State  shall  convey  control  of  San  Francisco 
harbor  to  the  city  and  county,  see  sections 
47  and  48  of  the  charter.) 

(For  pensions  and  retirement,  see  sections 
158  to  171,  inclusive,  of  the  charter.) 

(For  compensation  insurance  payments,  see 
section  172  of  the  charter.) 


Related  Charter  Provisions 

Powers  of  the  City  and  County 

Section  2.    *  *  *  * 

All  ordinances  or  resolutions  in  force  at 
the  time  this  charter  takes  effect  and  not 
inconsistent  therewith  shall  continue  in  force 
until  amended  or  repealed.  All  public  im- 
provements or  other  proceedings  legally  auth- 
orized under  the  charter  superseded  by  this 
charter  shall  be  carried  to  completion  under 
previously  existing  laws  or  under  this  char- 
ter. The  powers  or  duties  vested  in  city  and 
county  officers,  boards  or  commissions  by 
law  or  under  the  charter  superseded  by  this 
charter  shall  be  exercised,  continued  and  car- 
rier out  by  their  successors  or  by  other  city 
and  county  officers,  boards  or  commissions, 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

All  functions  of  the  city  and  county,  and 
the  powers  and  duties  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees charged  with  the  performance  there- 
for, as  these  shall  have  been  apportioned 
among  departments  and  offices,  and  institu- 
tions, utilities,  bureaus  or  other  subdivisions 
thereof,  as  existing  at  the  time  this  charter 
shall  go  into  effect,  shall  continue  to  be  the 
functions  of  such  departments  and  offices  and 
the  powers  and  duties  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees assigned  thereto,  except  as  in,  or 
under  authority  of,  this  charter  otherwise 
specifically  provided.  The  legally  authorized 
officers  and  employees  of  each  of  said  de- 
partments and  offices  or  subdivisions  thereof 
shall  continue  as  the  officers  and  employees 
of  said  departments  and  offices  or  subdivi- 
sions thereof,  subject  to  the  conditions  gov- 
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erning  their  respective  appointments  to  such 
positions  and  except  as  in  this  charter  other- 
wise provided;  and  where  part  of  the  func- 
tions and  duties  of  any  department  or  office 
are,  by  this  charter,  transferred  or  placed  in 
any  other  department  or  office,  the  persons 
performing  such  functions  and  duties,  shall 
be  transferred  therewith.  The  compensations 
legally  authorized  for  the  several  officers  and 
employees  shall  be  continued  subject  to  the 
other  provisions  of  this  charter.  *  *  *  * 

City  and  County  Officers 

Section  4.  The  officers  of  the  city  and 
county  shall  be  the  officers  elected  by  vote, 
of  the  people,  members  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, members  of  boards  and  commissions 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  members  of  the 
juvenile  probation  and  adult  probation  boards 
or  committees,  members  of  the  board  of  law 
library  trustees,  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  clerk  of  the  municipal  court,  the  secre- 
tary and  jury  commissioner  of  the  superior 
court,  the  executive  appointed  by  each  board 
or  commission  as  the  chief  executive  officer 
under  such  board  or  commission,  the  con- 
troller, the  chief  administrative  officer,  the, 
head  of  each  department  under  the  chief 
administrative  officer  and  the  coroner,  public 
administrator,  county  clerk,  tax  and  license- 
collector,  recorder,  registrar  of  voters,  horti- 
cultural commissioner,  sealer  of  weights  and, 
measures,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
hereafter  be  provided  by  law  or  so  desig- 
nated by  ordinance. 

Elective  Officers  and  Terms 

Section  5.  The  mayor  ,the  members  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  an  assessor,  a  distric 
attorney,  a  city  attorney,  a  sheriff,  a  treasur- 
er, a  public  defender,  and  municipal  court 
judges  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the 
city  and  county.  At  the  general  municipal 
election  in  1931,  and  every  fourth  year  there- 
after, there  shall  be  elected  a  mayor,  six 
supervisors,  a  district  attorney,  a  sheriff  and 
an  assessor  and  at  the  general  municipal 
election  in  1933,  and  every  fourth  year  there- 
after, there  shall  be  elected  five  supervisors, 
a  city  attorney  and  a  treasurer;  and  at  the 
general  election  in  1934,  and  every  fourth  year 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  a  public 
defender,  in  each  case  for  the  term  of  four 
years.  At  the  general  municipal  election  of 
1931,  twelve  municipal  court  judges  shall  be 
elected,  who  shall,  by  lot.  classify  their  terms 
as  four  for  two  years,  four  for  four  years, 
and  four  for  six  years,  and  at  the  general 
municipal  election  of  1933,  and  each  second 


year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  four 
judges  of  the  municipal  court  for  terms  of 
six  years  to  fill  terms  about  to  expire.  All 
terms  of  office  of  elective  officials  shall 
begin  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  8th  day 
of  January  following  the  date  of  their  elec- 
tion. 

Any  appointive  officer  or  employee  of  the 
city  and  county  who  shall  become  a  candidate 
for  election  by  the  people  to  any  public  office 
shall  automatically  forfeit  such  city  and 
county  office  or  position. 

No  person  elected  as  mayor  or  supervisor 
shall  be  eligible,  for  a  period  of  one  year 
after  his  last  day  of  said  service  as  mayor  or 
supervisor,  for  appointment  to  any  full-time 
position  carrying  compensation  in  the  city 
and  county  service. 

Absence  from  State,  and  Vacancies 

Section  6.  No  officer  of  the  city  and 
county,  except  members  of  the  police  depart- 
ment acting  under  orders  of  the  chief  thereof, 
shall  absent  himself  from  the  state,  except 
by  permission  of  the  mayor  and  the  board  of 
supervisors.  Violation  of  this  section  shall 
be  sufficient  cause  for  removal  of  any  officer 
violating  the  same. 

An  office  becomes  vacant  when  the  incum- 
bent thereof  dies,  resigns,  is  adjudged  insane, 
convicted  of  a  crime  involving  moral  turpi- 
tude, or  of  an  offense  involving  a  violation 
of  his  official  duties,  or  is  removed  from 
office,  or  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city 
and  county,  or  neglects  to  qualify  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law,  or  within  twenty 
days  after  his  election  or  appointment,  or 
shall  have  been  absent  from  the  state  with- 
out leave  for  more  than  sixty  consecutive 
days. 

Qualifications  of  Officers  and 
Employees 

(As    amended  1-12-33) 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  be  a  candidate 
for  any  elective  office,  nor  shall  be  appointed 
as  a  member  of  any  board  or  commission  or 
as  an  officer  of  the  city  and  county  unless 
he  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  city 
and  county  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years 
and  an  elector  thereof  for  at  least  one  year 
immediately  prior  to  the  time  of  his  taking 
office,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided 
in  this  charter.  All  employees  of  the  city  and 
county  shall  be  citizens  and  shall  have  been 
residents  thereof,  for  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  the  appointment,  unless  otherwise  specific- 
ally provided  in  this  charter,  and  members 
of  the  fire  and  police  departments  shall  be 
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citizens  and  shall  have  been  residents  of  the 
city  and  county  for  at  least  five  years  next 
preceding  appointment,  and  every  elected 
officer,  member  of  any  board  or  commission 
and  employee,  including  members  of  the  fire 
and  police  departments,  shall  continue  to  be 
a  resident  of  the  city  and  county  during  in- 
cumbency of  office  or  employment,  and  upon 
ceasing  to  be  such  resident,  shall  be  removed 
from  such  office  or  employment;  provided 
that  where  competent  citizens  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  county  cannot  be 
secured  to  fill  positions  outside  of  the  city 
and  county,  then  non-resident  citizens  may 
be  appointed  to  fill  such  positions;  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  positions  requiring  expert  or 
technical  training  may,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  department  head  and  the  mayor, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  civil  service 
commission  and  the  board  of  supervisors,  be 
exempted  from  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. A  "resident"  within  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  section,  means  one  who 
actually  lives  within  the  city  and  county  and 
maintains  an  abode  therein,  where  such  resi- 
dent with  his  family,  if  any,  customarily 
spends  the  night,  provided,  however,  that 
residents  outside  the  confines  of  the  city  and 
county  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
months  in  any  calendar  year,  or  absence  of 
a  resident  from  the  city  and  county  upon 
any  bona  fide  journey,  whether  for  business 
or  pleasure  and  for  whatever  length  of  time, 
or  absence  of  a  resident  while  in  the  perform- 
ance of  any  duties  as  an  elected  or  appointed 
official  or  employee  of  the  State  of  California 
or  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  shall 
not  be  within  the  contemplation  of  this  sec- 
tion; provided,  however,  that  any  .officer  or 
employee  of  the  city  and  county  may  live 
outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
upon  the  authorization  of  the  director  of 
health,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  civil  service 
commission,  and  granted  on  account  of  the 
ill  health  of  said  officer  or  employee  or  the 
ill  health  of  a  member  of  the  immediate 
family  of  said  officer  or  employee. 

Bonds  of  Officers  and  Employees 

Section  8.  Unless  otherwise  provided  in 
this  charter,  all  officers,  and  such  employees 
as  may  be  specified  by  ordinance,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  chief  administrative 
officer  or  the  board  or  commission  concerned, 
shall  give  bond  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
required  by  ordinance,  provided  that  the 
minimum  amount  of  bond  to  be  furnished  by 
the  controller  be  $100,000;  by  the  tax  col- 
lector, $100,000;  by  the  county  clerk,  $50,000; 
and  by  the  public  administrator,  $50,000.  The 
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surety  on  such  bonds  shall  always  be  such 
as  is  specified  by  and  approved  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  ordinance.  The  supervisors 
may,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  group  bonding 
of  officers  and  employees.  The  premiums  on 
all  official  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  city 
and  county. 

Suspension  and  Removal 

Section  11.  Any  elective  municipal  officer, 
including  municipal  court  judges,  and  any 
member  of  the  civil  service  commission  or 
public  utilities  commission  or  school  board 
may  be  suspended  by  the  mayor  and  removed 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  official  mis- 
conduct, and  the  mayor  shall  appoint  a  quali- 
fied person  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  during  the  period  of  suspension.  On 
such  suspension,  the  mayor  shall  immediately 
notify  the  supervisors  thereof  in  writing  and 
the  cause  therefor,  and  shall  present  written 
charges  against  such  suspended  officer  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  at  or  prior  to  its 
next  regular  meeting  following  such  suspen- 
sion, and  shall  immediately  furnish  copy  of 
same  to  such  officer,  who  shall  have  the 
right  to  appear  with  counsel  before  the  board 
in  his  defense.  Hearing  by  the  supervisors 
shall  be  held  not  less  than  five  days  after 
the  filing  of  written  charges.  If  the  charges 
are  deemed  to  be  sustained  by  not  less  than 
a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  members  of  the 
board,  the  suspended  officer  shall  be  removed 
from  office;  if  not  so  sustained,  or  if  not 
acted  on  by  the  board  of  supervisors  within 
thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  written  charges, 
the  suspended  officer  shall  thereby  be  rein- 
stated. The  mayor  must  immediately  suspend 
from  office  any  elective  official  guilty  of 
official  misconduct  or  convicted  of  a  crime 
involving  moral  turpitude,  and  failure  of  the 
mayor  so  to  act  shall  constitute  official  mis- 
conduct on  his  part. 

Any  appointee  of  the  mayor,  exclusive  of 
civil  service  and  public  utilities  commission- 
ers, and  members  of  the  school  board,  may, 
be  removed  by  the  mayor.  Any  nominee  or 
appointee  of  the  mayor  whose  appointment 
is  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of 
supervisors,  except  the  chief  administrative 
officer  and  the  controller,  as  in  this  charter 
otherwise  provided,  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  of  such  board  and  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  mayor.  In  each  case,  writ- 
ten notice  shall  be  given  or  transmitted  to 
such  appointee  of  such  removal  the  date  of 
effectiveness  thereof,  and  the  reasons  there- 
for, a  copy  of  which  notice  shall  be  printed 
at  length  in  the  journal  of  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  supervisors,  together  with  such 
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reply  in  writing  as  such  official  may  make. 
Any  appointee  of  the  mayor  or  the  board  of 
supervisors  guilty  of  official  misconduct  or 
convicted  of  a  crime  involving  moral  turpi- 
tude must  be  removed  by  the  mayor  or  the 
board  of  supervisors,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  failure  of  the  mayor  or  any  supervisor 
to  take  such  action  shall  constitute  official 
misconduct  on  his  or  their  part. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  County  Officers 

Section  18.  Each  county  officer  shall  have 
all  the  powers  conferred  and  shall  discharge 
all  the  duties  imposed  by  general  laws  upon 
said  officer  of  a  county  or  a  city  and  county 
in  this  state,  and  shall  have  such  other  pow- 
ers and  duties  as  in  this  charter  specifically 
provided. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Boards  and 
Commissions 

Section  19.  The  board  of  supervisors  and 
each  board  and  commission  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  or  otherwise  provided  by  this  charter, 
shall  have  powers  and  duties  as  follows: 

(a)  To  prescribe  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  with  this  charter  for 
the  conduct  of  its  affairs,  for  the  distribution 
and  performance  of  its  business,  for  the  con- 
duct and  government  of  its  officers  and  em- 
ployees, and  for  the  administration,  custody 
and  protection  of  property  under  its  control 
and  books,  records  and  papers  appertaining 
to  its  affairs.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by 
ordinance,  may  provide  that  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  any  board  or  commission,  or  gen- 
eral orders  of  any  department  head  issued 
by  authority  of  any  board  or  commission  that 
are  of  general  public  concern  shall  be  pub- 
lished or  posted. 

(b)  To  appoint  one  of  its  members  as 
president  to  hold  office  for  such  term  as  each 
such  board  or  commission  by  its  rules  or 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter, 
may  prescribe. 

(c)  To  establish  such  standing  or  special 
committees  as  it  shall  deem  necessary. 

(d)  To  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  city  and 
county,  gifts,  devises  and  bequests  for  any 
purpose  connected  with  or  incidental  to  the 
department  or  affairs  placed  in  its  charge, 
and  to  administer,  execute  and  perform  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  trusts  or  any  gift, 
devise  or  bequest  which  may  be  accepted  by 
vote  of  the  people  or  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors for  the  benefit  of  such  department  or 
purpose,  and  to  act  as  trustees,  under  any 
such  trust,  when  so  authorized  to  do  so  by 
the  board   of  supervisors.     The  title   to  all 
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real  and  personal  property  now  owned  or 
hereafter  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest 
or  otherwise,  by  and  for  the  purposes  of  any 
board  or  commission  shall  vest  in  the  city 
and  county. 

(e)  To  require  such  periodic  or  special  re- 
ports of  departmental  operations,  costs  and 
expenditures  under  its  control  as  may  be 
necessary  and,  exclusive  of  the  board  of  sup- 
ervisors, to  submit  an  annual  report  to  the 
mayor. 

(f)  To  hold  meetings  at  regular  fixed  dates 
and  at  regular  meeting  places,  which  dates 
or  places  shall  not  be  changed  except  as  in 
the  manner  provided  by  section  10  for  the 
meeting  times  and  places  of  the  board  of 
supervisors.  All  such  meetings  shall  be  open 
to  the  public. 

(g)  To  hold  special  meetings  for  the  pur- 
poses and  in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  by  ordinance,  provided 
that  no  matter  may  be  considered  at  any 
special  meeting  unless  specifically  designated 
in  the  notice  calling  such  special  meeting. 

(h)  To  appoint  a  secretary,  a  superintend- 
ent, or  other  executive  to  be  the  adminis- 
trative head  of  the  affairs  under  its  control, 
who,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  civil  service  pro- 
visions of  this  charter,  and  shall  hold  office 
at  its  pleasure. 

(i)  To  require  a  bond  or  other  security 
from  each  such  executive  officer  and  from 
any  employee  in  such  form  as  the  board  of 
supervisors  may  authorize,  and  in  such  amount 
as  the  mayor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
controller,  may  approve,  the  premiums  on 
such  bonds  to  be  paid  by  the  city  and  county. 

A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  official 
business  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  each  board  or  commission, 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  penal- 
ties to  be  provided  by  ordinance.  A  majority, 
two-thirds,  three-fourths,  or  other  vote  speci- 
fied by  this  charter  for  any  board  or  com- 
mission shall  mean  a  majority,  two-thirds, 
three-fourths,  or  other  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  such  board  or  commission.  Bach 
board  or  commission  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  at  each  meeting  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
mayor. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Department 
Heads 

Section  20.  Each  elective  officer  in  charge 
of  an  administrative  office,  the  chief  execu- 
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tive  appointed  by  each  board  or  commission, 
the  controller,  the  chief  administrative  officer, 
and  each  department  head  appointed  by  the 
chief  administrative  officer  shall  have  the 
powers  and  duties  of  a  department  head, 
except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided  in 
this  charter. 

Each  appointive  department  head  shall  be 
immediately  responsible  to  the  chief  adminis- 
trative officer  or  the  board  or  commission, 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  administration 
of  his  department,  and  shall  file  an  annual 
report  and  make  such  other  reports,  esti- 
mates and  recommendations  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  required  by  law,  or  as  required 
by  the  chief  administrative  officer,  board  or 
commission. 

He  shall  act  as  the  "appointing  officer" 
under  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this 
charter  for  the  appointing,  disciplining  and 
removal  of  such  officers,  assistants  and  em- 
ployees as  may  be  authorized.  On  the  writ- 
ten recommendation  of  the  department  head 
concerned  and  the  approval  of  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer,  board  or  commission  to 
whom  such  department  head  is  responsible, 
the  head  of  any  utility,  institution,  bureau  or 
other  subdivision  of  such  department  may  be 
designated  as  the  "appointing  officer"  for 
such  utility,  institution,  bureau  or  other  sub- 
division. Non-civil  servce  appontments  and 
any  temporary  appointments  in  any  depart- 
ment or  subdivision  thereof,  and  all  removals 
therefrom  shall  be  made  by  the  department 
head  or  bureau  head  designated  as  the  ap- 
pointing officer  only  with  the  approval  of 
the  chief  administrative  officer  or  the  board 
or  commission  in  charge,  as  the  case  may  be. 

He  shall  issue  or  authorize  all  requisitions 
for  the  purchase  of  materials,  supplies  and 
equipment  required  by  such  department,  pro- 
vided that,  on  the  written  approval  of  the 
chief  administrative  officer  or  the  board  or 
commission  in  charge  of  any  department,  the 
head  of  any  utility,  institution,  bureau  or 
other  subdivision  of  a  department  may  like- 
wise be  vested  with  such  power.  Each  de- 
partment head  or  the  head  of  a  utility,  in- 
stitution, bureau  or  other  subdivision  of  each 
department  shall  be  responsible  for  the  prop- 
er checking  of  all  materials,  supplies  and 
equipment  ordered  for  its  purposes,  and  for 
the  approval  or  disapproval  of  bills  for  claims 
rendered  for  such  materials,  supplies  or 
equipment. 

The  head  of  any  department,  through  the 
chief  administrative  officer  or  the  board  or 
commission  in  charge  thereof  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  board  of  supervisors  such  ordi- 
nances as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the 
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powers  vested  and  the  duties  imposed,  and 
to  establish  or  readjust  fees  or  charges  for 
permits  issued  to  or  worlt  performed  for 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  when  these 
are  subject  to  his  or  its  jurisdiction. 

Each  department  head  may  suggest  the 
creation  of  positions  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  charter,  and  may  reduce  the 
forces  under  his  jurisdiction  to  conform  to 
the  needs  of  the  work  for  which  he  is  re- 
sponsible, any  other  provision  of  this  charter 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  mayor,  the  chief  administrative  officer, 
or  the  board  or  commission  concerned,  on 
the  recommendation  of  any  department  head, 
or  on  his  or  its  own  motion,  may  combine  or 
may  transfer  and  redistribute  among  depart- 
ments or  offices  under  his  or  its  authority, 
respectively,  any  function  or  duty  assigned 
to  or  continued  by  this  charter  in  any  depart- 
ment. 

Power  of  Hearing,  Inquiry  and 
Subpoena 

Section  21.  The  mayor,  the  board  of  super- 
visors, the  chief  administrative  officer,  the 
controller,  or  any  board  or  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  relative  solely  to  the 
affairs  under  its  control,  may  require  such 
periodic  or  special  reports  of  departmental 
costs,  operation  and  expenditures,  examine 
the  books,  papers  , records  and  accounts  of, 
and  inquire  into  matters  affecting  the  con- 
duct of  any  department  or  office  of  the  city 
and  county,  and  for  that  purpose  may  hold 
hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  administer  oaths 
and  compel  the  production  of  books,  papers, 
testimony  and  other  evidence.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police  to  designate  a 
police  officer  to  serve  subpoenas.  Any  per- 
son refusing  to  obey  such  subpoena  and  the 
other  requirements  hereof,  or  to  produce  such 
books,  shall  be  deemed  in  contempt  and  sub- 
ject to  proceedings  and  penalties  as  provided 
by  general  law  in  such  instances. 

Non-interference  in  Administrative 
Affairs 

Section  22.  Except  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
quiry, the  mayor  and  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  deal  with  the  administrative  service  for 
which  the  chief  administrative  officer  is  re- 
sponsible, solely  through  such  officer,  and 
for  administrative  or  other  functions  for 
which  elective  officials  or  boards  or  commis- 
sions are  responsible,  solely  through  the 
elective  official,  the  board  or  commission  or 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  such  board  or 
commission  concerned.     Except  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  inquiry,  each  board  or  commission, 
in  its  conduct  of  administrative  affairs  under 
its  control,  shall  deal  with  such  matters 
solely  through  its  chief  executive  officer. 

Neither  the  board  of  supervicors,  nor  its 
committees,  nor  any  of  its  members  shall 
dictate,  suggest  or  interfere  with  appoint- 
ments, promotions  .compensations,  disciplinary 
actions,  contracts,  requisitions  for  purchases 
or  other  administrative  recommendations  or 
actions  of  the  chief  administrative  officer,  or 
of  department  heads  under  the  chief  adminis- 
trative officer  or  under  the  respective  boards 
and  commissions.  The  board  of  supervisors, 
and  each  board  or  commission  relative  to  the 
affairs  of  its  own  department,  shall  deal  with 
administrative  matters  only  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  charter,  and  any  dictation, 
suggestion  or  interference  herein  prohibited 
on  the  part  of  any  supervisor  or  member  of  a 
board  or  commission  shall  constitute  official 
misconduct;  provided,  however,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  restrict  the  power  of 
hearing  and  inquiry  as  provided  in  this 
charter. 

Administrative  Code 

Section  23.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
departments  and  offices  which  by  this  charter 
are  established  or  continued  as  departments 
or  offices  under  elective  officers,  boards  or 
commissions  or  the  chief  administrative  offi- 
cer, as  such  powers  and  duties  exist  at  the 
time  this  charter  shall  go  into  effect,  shall 
be  continued  as  powers  and  duties  of  each 
such  department  or  office,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  charter. 

The  board  of  supervisors  may  enact  and 
provide  for  the  publication  in  printed  form 
of  an  administrative  code,  which  shall  specify 
or  detail  the  powers,  duties,  methods  and 
procedure  in  the  several  departments  and 
offices. 

Assistants  and  Employees  in 
Elective  Offices 

Section  34.  The  elective  officers  of  the 
city  and  county  may  appoint  such  assistants 
and  employees  as  are  authorized  by  the  super- 
visors upon  the  recommendation  of  the  may- 
or, in  the  annual  budget  and  annual  or  sup- 
plemental appropriation  ordinances,  and  may 
discipline  and  remove  the  same,  subject  to 
the  civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter 
except  as  otherwise  specifically  exempted  by 
the  provisions  of  this  charter.  Each  assistant 
attorney  in  the  offices  of  the  city  attonrey, 
the  district  attorney  and  the  public  defender 
must,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  be 
qualified    to    practice    in   all    courts    of  the 
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state  and  must  have  been  so  qualified  for 
at  least  two  years  next  preceding  his  appoint- 
ment. The  salaries,  wages  and  compensa- 
tions of  every  kind  and  nature,  except  pen-, 
sions  and  retirement  allowances,  for  assist- 
ants and  employees  in  such  elective  offices, 
shall  be  fixed  as  provided  by  the  salary 
standardization  provisions  of  this  charter. 

Recreation  Department 

Section  42.    *   *  * 

All  positions  in  the  recreation  department, 
except  that  of  superintendent  and  those  in 
part  time  service,  are  hereby  made  subject 
to  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter, 
and  all  incumbents  in  such  positions  at  the 
time  this   charter   shall  go  into   effect  who 
'      have  held  such  positions  continuously  for  one 
!      year  prior   thereto   are  hereby   declared  ap- 
I      pointed  under   civil  service,  and  entitled  to 
all  rights  and  benefits  thereof. 

Probation  Boards 

Section  58.  The  adult  probation  committee 
and  the  juvenile  probation  board  or  com- 
mittee shall  continue  to  exercise  their  re- 
spective powers  and  duties  as  fixed  by  state 
laws,  except  as  in  this  charter  otherwise 
provided. 

The  superior  court  judges  of  the  city  and 
county  presiding  in  the  department  or  depart- 
ments for  the  hearing  and  disposition  of 
criminal  cases  and  proceedings  shall,  by  order 
entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  court  in  the 
criminal  department  or  departments  thereof, 
appoint  the  adult  probation  officer. 

The  judge  of  the  superior  court  of  the  city 
and  county  who  has  been,  or  who  hereafter 
may  be,  designated  the  judge  of  the  juvenile 
court,  shall,  by  order  entered  in  the  minutes 
of  the  court  .appoint  the  probation  officer  of 
the  juvenile  court. 

The  adult  probation  officer  shall  appoint 
such  assistants,  deputies  and  employees  as 
may  be  allowed  or  provided  by  the  board  of 
supervisors,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
adult  probation  board  or  committee  created 
by  state  law. 

The  probation  officer  of  the  juvenile  court 
shall  appoint  such  assistants,  deputies  and 
employees  as  may  be  allowed  or  provided  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  juvenile  probation  board  or  com- 
mittee created  by  state  law. 

The  salaries  of  the  adult  probation  officer, 
the  probation  officer  of  the  juvenile  court, 
their  assistants,  deputies  and  employees  shall 
I  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the 
j  same  manner  as  for  other  officials  and  em- 
ployees of  the  city  and  county. 
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The  adult  probation  officer,  the  probation 
officer  of  the  juvenile  court  and  their  assist- 
ants and  deputies  shall  have  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  adult  probation  officers,  proba- 
tion officers  of  the  juvenile  court,  their  assist- 
ants and  deputies,  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California;  and  they  shall  perform  all  of 
the  duties  prescribed  by  such  laws,  and  such 
additional  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinances  of  the  board  of  supervisors. 

The  civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter 
shall  apply  to  and  govern  the  assistants, 
deputies  and  employees  of  the  adult  proba- 
tion officer  and  the  probation  officer  of  the 
juvenile  court.  For  purposes  of  this  charter 
the  adult  probation  officer  shall  be  the  ap- 
pointing officer  as  to  his  assistants,  deputies 
and  employees,  subject  to  confirmation  as 
aforesaid ;  and  the  said  probation  officer  of 
the  juvenile  court  shall  be  the  appointing 
officer  as  to  his  assistants,  deputies,  and  em- 
ployees, subject  to  confirmation  as  aforesaid. 

Any  person  who  has  served  as  an  assistant, 
deputy  or  employee  of  such  adult  probation 
officer  or  probation  officer  of  the  juvenile 
court,  or  in  the  probation  department  of  the 
city  and  county  for  a  continuous  period  of 
one  year  immediately  prior  to  the  time  this 
charter  shall  go  into  effect,  and  who  shall  be 
actually  serving  as  such  assistant,  deputy,  or 
employee  at  that  time,  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  appointed  within  the  civil  service  provi- 
sions of  this  charter  to  the  office  or  position 
in  which  he  may  then  be  serving;  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  this  charter 
thereafter. 

The  pension  and  retirement  provisions  of 
this  charter  shall  apply  to  and  govern  the 
adult  probation  officer,  the  probation  officer 
of  the  juvenile  court,  their  assistants,  deputies 
and  employees. 

"Blanketing -in"    Under    Civil  Service 
Certain   Elective  Officers  and  Cer- 
tain Department  Heads  Whose  Po- 
sitions Were  Heretofore  Exempt- 
ed From  Civil  Service 

Section  62.  Offices  heretofore  elective 
which  are,  by  the  iirovi.^ions  of  this  charter, 
made  appointive  shall  conn'  within  the  civil 
service  provi.sioiis  o(  this  t'harter  and  any 
incumbent  in  aii\  such  olficc  at  the  time  this 
charter  shall  In'  rnliliiMl  by  the  state  legisla- 
ture shall,  if  lie  has  held  such  office  for  one 
year  continuously  jirior  thereto,  be  deemed 
appointed  to  sueii  i)()sition.  at  his  then  exist- 
ing salary,  under  the  civil  ser\ice  provisions 
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of  this  charter,  and  thereafter  shall  hold 
office  under  such  provisions;  provided  that 
such  salaries  so  continued  shall  apply  only 
to  such  incumbents  as  long  as  they  legally 
hold  such  positions  and,  on  the  appointment 
of  a  successor  to  any  such  incumbent,  the 
salary  of  such  position  shall  be  subject  to 
the  salary  standardization  provisions  of  this 
charter  and  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  six 
thousand  dollars   ($6,000.00)   per  annum. 

Other  positions  as  heads  of  departments, 
bureaus,  offices  or  institutions  which  have 
heretofore  been  exempt  from  charter  civil 
service  provisions,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
subject  to  the  civil  service  provisions  of 
this  charter  unless  specifically  exempted,  and 
any  incumbent  in  any  such  position  at  the 
time  this  charter  shall  be  ratified  by  the 
state  legislature  shall,  if  he  has  held  office 
for  one  year  continuously  prior  thereto,  be 
deemed  appointed  to  such  position  under  the 
civil  service  provisions  of  this  charter  and 
thereafter  shall  hold  office  under  such  pro- 
visions. 

Salary  Deductions 

Section  70.1.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  mayor  and  the  board  of  supervisors, 
extraoi'dinary  economic  conditions  actually 
exist  due  to  unemployment,  fire,  earthquake, 
flood  or  other  calamity,  which  adversely  af- 
fect the  life,  health  and  welfare  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  city  and  county  or  of  any  con- 
siderable portion  thereof,  the  board  of  super- 
visors, by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  of  its 
members,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  mayor, 
shall  have  power  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Sub.  1.  To  officially  declare  that  a  public 
emergency  exists,  and  to  fix  the  approximate 
anticipated  time  during  which  said  emergency 
shall  continue,  provided  that  no  such  emerg- 
ency shall  be  anticipated  to  continue  beyond 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  during  which  the 
same  is  declared,  unless  such  emergency  be 
declared  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary of  said  year,  in  which  event  the  said 
emergency  may  be  anticipated  to  continue  until 
the  end  of  the  next  successful  fiscal  year. 

Sub.  2.  To  provide  that  while  said  emerg- 
ency as  declared  shall  continue  to  exist  there 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  gross  salaries  and 
compt  nsations,  exclusive  of  pension  and  re- 
tirement allowances,  of  each  officer  and  em- 
ployee of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, including  olficers  and  employees  of  the 
board  of  education,  not  more  than  the  respec- 
tive, amounts  hereinafter  set  forth.  Said 
deductions  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
salary  and  compensation  rate  of  said  several 
officers  and  employees  which  were  in  effect 
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during  the  calendar  month  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  month  during  which  said  emerg- 
ency was  declared  and  not  reduced  by  this 
section. 

If  said  salary  and  compensation  deductions 
are  not  reflected  in  the  annual  budget  and 
appropriation  ordinances,  as  set  forth  in  sub- 
division 3  of  this  section,  the  amount  of  said 
deductions  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  or  alleviating  the  emergency  which 
has  been  declared,  or  to  balance  any  de- 
ficiency existing  in  the  general  funds  of  the 
city  arising  by  reason  of  the  delinquency  in 
the  payment  of  taxes  or  other  revenue  as 
compared  with  the  anticipated  revenues  over 
the  same  period.  Provided  that  M'here  sal- 
aries or  compensations  are  paid  out  of  bond 
funds,  utility  funds,  or  other  trust  funds, 
which  are  not  provided  from  the  revenues  of 
the  city,  all  deductions  made  shall  revert  to 
the  respective  funds  from  which  said  salaries 
or  compensations  are  paid. 

The  maximum  deductions  from  the  salary 
or  compensation  of  each  officer  or  employee 
heretofore  referred  to  shall  be  as  follows, 
to-wit : 

(a)  From  the  salaries  or  compensation  of 
officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  $100  per  month  and  do  not  exceed 
$120  per  month,  three  (3)  per  cent  of  the 
amount  of  the  gross  monthly  earnings  of  each 
of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(b)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  the  sum  of  $120  per  month  and  do 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $150  per  month,  seven 
(7)  per  cent  of  the  gross  monthly  earnings 
of  each  of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(c)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  the  sum  of  $150  per  month,  and  do 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $185  per  month,  ten 
(10)  per  cent  of  the  gross  monthly  earnings 
of  each  of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(d)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
all  officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  the  sum  of  $185  per  month,  and  do 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $275  per  month,  twelve 
and  one-half  (12y2)  per  cent  of  the  gross 
monthly  earnings  of  each  of  said  officers  or 
employees. 

(e)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
all  officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  the  sum  of  $275  per  month,  and  do 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $600  per  month, 
fifteen  (15)  per  cent  of  the  gross  monthly 
earnings  of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(f)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
all  officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
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exceed  the  sum  of  $600  per  month  and  do  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  $834  per  month,  eighteen 
(18)  per  cent  of  the  gross  monthly  earnings 
of  each  of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(g)  From  the  salaries  or  compensations  of 
all  officers  or  employees  whose  gross  earnings 
exceed  the  sum  of  $834  per  month,  twenty 
(20)  per  cent  of  the  gross  monthly  earnings 
of  each  of  said  officers  or  employees. 

(h)  Provided,  however,  that  no  more  than 
five  and  one-half  (5%)  per  cent  of  the  gross 
monthly  earnings  of  per  diem  employees 
whose  compensations  are  fixed  on  the  basis 
of  a  five-day  week  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  salaries  or  earnings  of  any  such  employee. 

Said  deductions  shall  be  made  from  said 
earnings  or  compensations  in  monthly  or 
semi-monthly  installments  according  to  the 
time  at  which  said  salaries  or  compensations 
are  paid,  provided  that  where  the  earnings 
of  any  officer  or  employee  are  on  an  hourly 
or  per  diem  basis  deductions  based  on  his 
total  earnings  for  the  month  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  installment  of  said  earnings,  paid 
for  the  last  half  of  the  month. 

Sub.  3.  Should  any  such  emergency  declared 
as  herein  provided  be  anticipated  to  con- 
tinue into  the  next  fiscal  year  following  the 
one  during  which  said  emergency  has  been 
declared,  the  heads  of  all  departments,  the 
controller  and  the  mayor,  in  preparing  or 
submitting  their  respective  annual  budget 
estimates,  shall  base  and  estimate  the  net 
salaries  and  compensations  to  be  paid  to  the 
officers  and  employees  of  their  respective  de- 
partments, or,  in  the  case  of  the  mayor  and 
the  controller,  to  be  paid  to  the  officers  and 
employees  of  all  departments,  at  amounts  not 
to  exceed  the  said  salaries  and  compensations 
as  reduced  by  the  above-mentioned  percent- 
ages on  the  above-mentioned  salary  and  com- 
pensation rates,  and  the  annual  appropriation 
and  salary  ordinance  shall  fix  said  net  sal- 
aries and  compensations  accordingly.  When 
any  emergency  is  declared  after  the  annual 
budget  is  prepared  or  adopted,  or  after  the 
annual  appropriation  or  salary  ordinances  are 
enacted,  and  before  the  annual  tax  rate  is 
fixed  as  provided  by  law,  said  budget  and 
said  appropriation  and  salary  ordinances  may 
be  revised  or  reenacted,  so  that  the  deduc- 
tions herein  authorized  to  be  made  may  be 
reflected  in  the  amount  of  the  tax  levy. 

Sub.  4.  All  of  such  deductions,  whether 
made  after  the  passing  of  the  annual  budget 
appropriation  and  salary  ordinance  or  ?n- 
cluded  therein,  shall  be  deemed  as  temporary 
deductions  from  the  salaries  and  compensa- 
tions of  said  officers  and  employees,  and 
shall  be  continued  only  during  the  anticipated

period  for  which  said  emergency  has  been 
declared. 

Suh.  5.  In  making  the  deductions  herein 
provided  lor,  the  value  of  board,  room  and 
laundr\-  or  other  maintenance  furnished  by 
tlie  city  and  county  to  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee, when  the  same  is  made  a  part  of  his 
compensation  by  the  civil  service  commission, 
shall  be  added  to  the  monetary  salary  or 
compensation  paid  to  said  employee,  and  the 
amount  of  deductions  from  said  salary  or  com- 
pensation shall  be  based  on  said  monetary 
salary  plus  the  value  of  said  board,  room 
and  laundry  or  other  maintenance,  provided 
that  no  deduction  shall  be  made  for  quarters 
furnished  to  any  officer  or  member  of  the 
fire  department. 

Sub.  6.  During  the  period  that  any  emerg- 
ency shall  exist  after  being  so  determined  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  the  controller,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  board  of 
supervisors,  may  reallocate  any  unencumbered 
balance,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  credit 
of  any  department  or  ofiice  exclusive  of 
moneys  or  appropriations  made  or  required 
to  be  made  to  any  bond,  bond  interest,  bond 
redemption,  pension,  utility,  or  trust  fund,  so 
that  the  same  shall  be  available  to  meet  the 
necessities  of  said  emergency,  irrespective  as 
to  whether  the  amount  allocated  to  said  de- 
partment or  office  is  fixed  by  this  charter  or 
is  the  result  of  a  tax  provided  by  said  charter 
to  be  levied  for  said  department.  Should  the 
period  during  which  said  emergency  is  antici- 
pated to  exist  extend  beyond  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  same  was  declared 
to  exist,  the  mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  may  reduce  the  amount 
of  any  mandatory  appropriation  provided  to 
be  allocated  to  any  office  or  department,  or 
may  reduce  the  amount  of  any  tax  provided 
by  the  charter  to  be  levied  for  the  support 
or  maintenance  of  any  department  or  office. 
Provided  that  no  such  deduction  in  appropria- 
tion, provided  by  this  charter  to  be  made  to 
any  department,  or  in  the  reallocation  of 
funds,  or  reduction  in  the  amount  of  said 
tax  otherwise  provided  to  be  levied  to  pro- 
duce funds  for  any  department,  shall  be 
greater  than  is  necessary  to  reflect  the  deduc- 
tions in  salaries  provided  in  this  section  to 
be  made  by  reason  of  said  emergency. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  have 
precedence  over  conflicting  provisions  of  this 
charter,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
adversely  affect  the  rights  of  the  officials 
and  employees  as  set  forth  in  section  71  of 
the  charter,  during  the  period  when  no  pub- 
lic emergency  exists.  Contributions  by  the 
city  and  county  and  by  members  of  the  San 
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Francisco  City  and  County  Employees'  Re- 
tirement System  to,  and  benefits,  pension 
payments  and  allowances  under  said  Retire- 
ment System,  shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  gross  salaries  and  compensations  of  such 
members  in  the  same  manner  and  amounts  as 
if  no  deductions  trom  said  gross  salaries  and 
compensations  were  made  under  this  section. 

Within  ten  days  after  this  amendment  be- 
coming effective,  the  board  of  supervisors  and 
the  mayor  shall  officially  declare,  by  resolu- 
tion, that  a  public  emergency  exists  in  San 
Francisco  within  the  meaning  of  this  section; 
and  that  it  is  anticipated  that  said  emerg- 
ency will  continue  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  1933-1934,  and  the  deductions  from  sal- 
aries and  compensations  at  the  maximum 
rates  herein  provided  shall  be  effective  until 
the  end  of  said  fiscal  year. 

Should  any  emergency  be  declared  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  which 
will  be  efiective  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  1933-1934,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  will  necessitate  deduc- 
tions from  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and 
employees  of  the  city  and  county,  over  and 
above  the  amounts  herein  provided  for,  the 
board  of  supervisors,  by  unanimous  vote  of 
all  of  its  members,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  may  authorize  a  further  de- 
duction from  the  salaries  and  compensations 
of  any  of  said  officers  and  employees  by 
increasing  the  maximum  deductions  in  this 
section  provided  for,  up  to  and  including  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  per 
cent  of  said  respective  salaries  or  compensa- 
tions as  the  same  existed  before  any  deduc- 
tion by  authority  of  this  section. 

Personal  Service  Estimates 

Section  71.  All  increases  in  salaries  or 
wages  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be 
determined  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of 
the  annual  budget  estimates  and  the  adop- 
tion of  the  annual  budget  and  appropriation 
ordinances,  and  no  such  increase  shall  be 
effective  prior  to  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
the  budget  is  adopted.  Salary  and  wage 
rates  for  classes  of  employments  subject  to 
salary  standardization,  as  in  this  charter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  fixed  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  charter.  Salary  and  wage  rates  for 
classes  of  employment  not  subject  to  salary 
standardization,  exclusive  of  compensations 
fixed  by  this  charter,  shall  be  recommended 
by  the  officer,  board  or  commission  having 
appointive  power  for  such  employments,  and 
fixed  by  the  budget  and  the  annual  salary 
ordinance.  Pending  the  adoption  of  salary 
standards   as   in   this   charter   provided,  the 
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salary  and  wage  rates  for  positions  subject 
to  such  standardization  shall  be  as  recom- 
mended by  the  officer,  board  or  commission 
having  appointing  power  for  such  positions 
and  fixed  by  the  budget  and  annual  salary 
ordinance;  provided  that  any  compensation 
paid  as  of  January  1,  1931,  to  an  incumbent 
who  legally  held  a  position  in  the  city  and 
county  service  at  that  time,  shall  not  be  re- 
duced so  long  as  such  incumbent  legally  holds 
such  position.  No  compensation  shall  be  in- 
creased so  as  to  exceed  the  salary  or  wage 
paid  for  similar  services  and  of  like  charac- 
ter and  for  like  service  and  working  condi- 
tions in  other  city  departments  or  in  private 
employments,  nor  so  as  to  exceed  the  rate 
fixed  for  such  service  or  position  in  the  pro- 
posed schedule  of  compensations  issued  by 
the  civil  service  commission  under  date  of 
April  9,  1930,  except  as  such  proposed  sche- 
dule or  compensation  is  amended  as  provided 
in  this  charter,  or  extended  by  the  civil  serv- 
ice commission  to  include  classifications  not 
included  therein. 

Annual  Salary  Ordinance 

Section  73.  The  number  and  rates  of  com- 
pensation for  all  positions  continued  or  cre- 
ated by  the  supervisors  in  adopting  each 
annual  budget,  and  each  annual  or  supple- 
mental appropriation  ordinance,  shall  be  es- 
tablished and  enumerated  in  an  ordinance 
continuing  and  creating  positions  in  city  and 
county  departments  and  offices,  and  pro- 
viding the  rates  of  compensation  therefor, 
which  ordinance  shall  be  passed  or  amended 
at  the  same  time  as  the  annual  or  supple- 
mental appropriation  ordinance  is  passed. 
Such  ordinance  shall  be  subdivided  for  each 
department  or  office  and  each  organization 
subdivision  thereof.  The  number  of  positions 
enumerated  therein  shall  be  segregated  by 
classes  according  to  the  civil  service  classi- 
fication of  employments,  and  the  positions  in 
any  department  or  office  under  any  such 
class  shall  not  be  listed  individually  or  sub- 
divided, except  where  necessary  to  show 
varying  rates  of  pay  for  employments  in- 
cluded in  any  such  class.  Rates  of  compen- 
sation enumerated  shall  be  those  established 
by  salary  standardization  schedules,  and  shall 
not  be  listed  for  individuals  or  individual 
positions,  except  where  the  compensation  of 
incumbents  is  higher  than  the  rate  fixed  by 
salary  standardization,  which  compensations 
shall  not  be  reduced  so  long  as  the  incum- 
bents legally  hold  such  positions.  Any  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  positions  allowed 
for  any  department  or  office,  and  seniority 
or   other   compensation   increases  authorized 
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as  provided  elsewhere  in  this  charter  for  of- 
ficers or  employees,  may  be  covered  by 
amendment  of  the  appropriate  section  of  the 
ordinance  herein  referred  to,  provided  that 
any  such  amendment  shall  include  the  entire 
section  of  such  ordinance  relating  to  the  de- 
partment or  office  in  which  the  increase  in 
number  of  positions  or  compensations  shall 
occur.  The  said  ordinance  shall  constitute 
the  legal  basis  for  check  by  the  civil  service 
commission  or  the  controller  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  creation  of  any  position  in  the  city  and 
county  service  and  the  rate  of  compensation 
fixed  therefor. 

Tax  Levy 

Section  78.  On  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
September  of  each  year,  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  ordinance  shall  levy  a  tax,  the 
estimated  proceeds  of  which,  together  with 
the  total  amount  of  receipts  and  revenues 
estimated  to  be  received  from  all  sources, 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  appropriations 
made  by  the  annual  appropriation  ordinance. 

The  tax  levy  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  and  sixty-five  cents  ($1.65)  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation 
of  the  property  assessed  in  and  subject  to 
taxation  by  the  city  and  county  exclusive 
of  the  following  items:  *  *  *  (3)  the  cost  of 
*  *  *,  (b)  civil  service,  which  tax  shall  not 
be  less  than  one-half  cent  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars,  (c)   *  *  *. 

Expenditures  and  Payment  of  Claims 

Section  85.    *  *  *  * 

All  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  payable 
semi-monthly.  No  salary  or  wage  shall  be 
paid  in  advance.  It  shall  be  official  miscon- 
duct for  any  officer  or  employee  to  present 
or  approve  a  claim  for  full-time  or  continuous 
personal  service  other  than  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  charter.  *  *  * 

Employments  (Public  Utilities) 

Section  125.  All  employees  engaged  in  pub- 
lic utility  work  at  the  time  this  charter  shall 
go  into  effect,  and  who  have  been  permanent- 
ly appointed  to  their  respective  positions  in 
conformity  with  the  civil  service  provisions 
of  this  charter,  shall  become  employees  of 
the  public  utilities  commission  undtr  the  class- 
ification held  by  each  such  employee  at  such 
time.  All  persons  employed  in  the  operating 
service  of  any  public  utility  hereafter  acquired 
by  the  city  and  county  at  the  time  the  same  is 
taken  over  by  the  city  and  county,  and  who 
shall  have  been  so  employed  for  at  least  one 
year  prior  to   the  date  of  such  acquisition, 
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shall  be  continued  in  their  respective  posi- 
tions and  shall  be  deemed  appointed  to  such 
positions,  under,  and  entitled  to  all  the  bene- 
fits of,  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this 
charter;  provided,  however,  that  no  person 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  so  continued  in  or  appointed  to  his 
position.  All  persons  residing  outside  the 
city  and  county  claiming  the  benefit  of  this 
provision  and  who  are  not  engaged  on  such 
utility  work  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  city 
and  county  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable 
time,  not  exceeding  one  year,  to  become  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  county. 

Persons  employed  as  platform  men  or  bus 
operators  in  the  operating  department  of  the 
municipal  railway  system  shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  of  employment: 
The  basic  hours  of  labor  shall  be  eight  hours, 
to  be  completed  within  ten  consecutive  hours; 
there  shall  be  one  day  of  rest  in  each  week 
of  seven  days;  all  labor  performed  in  excess 
of  eight  hours  in  any  one  day,  or  six  days  in 
any  one  week,  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate 
of  time  and  one-half. 

Positions  and  employments  in  the  municipal 
airport,  which  airport  by  this  charter  is 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  public 
utilities  commission,  shall  be  continued  and 
the  employees  thereof  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  be  appointed  by 
and  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  manager 
of  utilities. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Board  of 
Education 

Section  135.  *  *  *  Non-teaching  and  non- 
technical positions,  and  positions  not  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  filled  by  a  person  hold- 
ing a  teaching  or  other  certificate  as  required 
by  law,  shall  be  employed  under  the  civil 
service  provisions  of  this  charter  and  the 
compensations  of  such  persons  shall  be  fixed 
in  accordance  with  the  salary  standardiza- 
tion provisions  of  this  charter  *  *  *. 

Office  Hours 

Section  220.  Except  where  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  all  public  offices  shall  be  open 
for  business  every  day,  except  legal  holidays, 
from  eight-thirty  o'clock  A.  M.  until  five 
o'clock  P.  M.  The  supervisors  by  ordinance 
may  provide  that  any  office  shall  be  kept  open 
for  a  longer  time,  when  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  public. 

Civil  Service  Exemptions 

Section  221.  References  throughout  this 
charter   to   the    exclusion    or   the  exemption 
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from  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this  char- 
ter shall  be  construed  to  mean,  exclusive 
of  those  civil  service  provisions  that  relate 
to  examination,  appointment  and  removal. 

Prohibited  Practices  of  Officers 
and  Employees 

Section  222.  No  member  of  any  board  or 
commission  shall  accept  any  employment  re- 
lating to  the  business  or  the  affairs  of  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  which  are  sub- 
ject to  regulation  by  the  board  or  commis- 
sion of  which  he  is  a  member.  No  supervisor 
and  no  officer  or  employee  of  the  city  and 
county,  shall  be  or  become,  directly  or  in- 
directly, interested  in,  or  in  the  performance 
of,  any  contract  worlc,  or  business,  or  in  the 
sale  of  any  article,  the  expense,  price  or 
consideration  of  which  is  payable  from  the 
treasury;  or  in  the  purchase  or  lease  of  any 
real  estate  or  other  property  belonging  to,  of 
taken  by,  the  city  and  county,  or  which  shall 
be  sold  for  taxes  and  assessments,  or  by 
virtue  of  legal  process  at  the  suit  of  the 
city  and  county;  nor  shall  any  person  in  this 
section  designated  during  the  time  for  which 
he  was  elected  or  appointed,  acquire  an  in- 
terest in  any  contract  with,  or  work  done  for, 
the  city  and  county,  or  any  department  or 
officer  thereof,  or  in  any  franchise,  right  or 
privilege  granted  by  the  city  and  county, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  devolved  upon  him 
by  law;  nor  shall  any  person  mentioned  in 
this  section  give  or  promise  any  money  or 
other  valuable  thing,  or  any  portion  of  his 
compensation,  in  consideration  of  his  nomina- 
tion, appointment,  or  election  to  any  city 
and  county  office  or  employment;  or  accept 
any  donation  or  gratuity  in  money  or  other 
valuable  thing,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  any  subordinante  or  employee,  or  from 
any  candidate  or  applicant  for  a  position  as 
employee  or  subordinate  under  him.  "Viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  constitute  official  misconduct. 

Penalty  for  Official  Misconduct 

Section  22.3.  Any  person  found  guilty  of 
official  misconduct  shall  forfeit  his  office, 
and  shall  be  forever  after  debarred  and  dis- 
qualified from  being  elected,  appointed  or 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  city  and 
county. 

Publication 

Section  224.  Whenever  advertising  or  pub- 
lication is  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
charter,  it  shall  mean  one  publication  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  the  city  and  county, 
unless  a  greater  number  of  publications  Is 
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specifically  required;  provided  that  notices 
inviting  bids  shall  be  published  for  a  least 
three  consecutive  days,  except  as  provided  in 
section  95  of  this  charter.

Civil  Service  Classifications  of 
Duties  and  Positions  Required 
by  Section  141  of  the  Charter 

RESOLUTION  ADOPTED 
MARCH  21,  1934 

RESOLVED,  That  the  following  Classifica- 
tions of  Duties  and  Positions  required  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  141  of  the  Charter 
are  hereby  adopted;  provided  that  the  Classi- 
fications of  Duties  and  Positions  as  made,  or 
as  amended,  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion on  November  17,  1930,  or  as  made,  or  as 
amended,  by  said  Commission  subsequent  to 
said  November  17,  1930,  and  in  effect  next  pre- 
ceding the  time  of  the  adoption  of  these 
resolutions,  are  hereby  vacated  and  super- 
seded by  these  following  Classifications  of 
Duties  and  Positions;  and,  provided,  that 
these  Classifications  of  Duties  and  Positions 
as  herein  adopted  are  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing explanations  and  stipulations: 

1.  All  Classes  indicated  by  an  asterisk  in 
parentheses  (*),  next  preceding  the  Class 
number,  are  exempt  from  examination  re- 
quirements, but  are  included  in  the  Classi- 
fication for  future  salary  purposes.  AH 
other  classes  are  subject  to  examination 
requirements,  but  in  some  of  such  other 
classes  there  may  be  a  few  positions  ex- 
empt from  examination  requirements  be- 
cause of  the  location  of  the  positions;  for 
example,  there  are  positions  of  General 
Clerk-Stenographers  in  the  offices  of  the 
City  Attorney  and  the  District  Attorney 
and  these  are  exempt  from  examination 
requirements  because  all  positions  in  said 
departments  are  exempt  from  examination 
requirements. 

2.  Divisions  H  and  Q  (Police  and  Fire),  indi- 
cated by  the  letter  "a"  in  parentheses 
(a),  next  preceding  the  Division  numbers, 
are  exempt  from  salary  classification  but 
are  subject  to  examination  requirements. 

3.  Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  or  advis- 
able to  hold  departmental  promotive  ex- 
aminations for  duties  that,  for  purposes 
of  salary  standardization,  are  embraced 
in  one  class,  separate  departmental  clas- 
ses shall  be  adopted  for  such  purpose, 
and  each  such  departmental  class  estab- 
lished shall  show  the  class  number  and 
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the  class  title  of  the  main,  or  salary, 
classification  and,  in  order  to  differenti- 
ate these  departmental  classes  one  from 
another,  a  small  letter  (lower  case)  of 
the  alphabet  shall  follow  the  main  class 
number  and  the  departmental  name  shall 
follow  the  main  title;  for  example,  a  main 
or  salary  class  number  and  class  title 
would  read  "C106  Sub-Foreman  Janitor 
$160.00-$170.00,"  while  a  departmental 
class  for  the  school  department  built 
therefrom  for  departmental  promotive  pur- 
poses would  read  "C106a  Sub-Foreman 
Janitor,  School  Department":  provided 
that  the  duties  of  such  departmental  class- 
es shall  continue  to  be  of  the  same  gen- 
eral type  as  are  indicated  by  the  main 
or  salary  classifications;  and  provided 
further  that  persons  may  secure  eligibility 
for  promotive  appointments  in  these  de- 
partmental classes  only  through  promotive 
examinations,  and  then  only  under  the 
rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
in  the  departmental  classes  for  which 
they  qualify,  but  this  proviso  shall  not 
abridge  any  rights  now  held  under  the 
status  allocation  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  November 
8,  1933. 

The  compensation  schedules  shown,  and 
any  references  and  explanations  relating 
thereto,  are  only  the  recommendations 
made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  on  April  9,  1930, 
or  as  "extended  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  include  classifications  not  in- 
cluded therein"  as  authorized  by  Section 
71  of  the  Charter,  and  such  extensions 
are  indicated  by  the  letter  "x"  in  paren- 
theses (x)  set  opposite  the  salary  range. 
These  salary  recommendations  are  still 
pending  and  are  now  indicated  in  this 
classification  only  for  the  purpose  of  par- 
tially preserving  the  proposed  form  of  the 
classification  until  salaries  are  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Explanation  of  salary  symbols:  §  de- 
rived rate  (see  report);  }  salary  of  April, 
1930,  to  be  paid  pending  further  investiga- 
tion as  to  duties  and  part-time  service; 
H  comparable  data  conflicting  —  rate  of 
April,  1930,  indicated  until  further  study 
of  conditions  is  made.  Salary  ranges  are 
in  dollars  per  month  unless  otherwise  indi- 
cated; "d"  means  per  diem;  "h"  means 
per  hour.  The  salary  or  wage  for  each 
class  of  positions,  is  indicated  on  the  right 
opposite  each  class  title.  Deductions  from 
rates  shown,  to  be  made  for  board,  room. 
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etc.  The  full  details  of  the  salary  plan 
recommended  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission may  be  seen  in  the  printed  report 
made  by  the  Commission  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  date  of  April  9,  1930. 


Division  A 

BUILDING  TRADES  SERVICE 

This  Division  includes  duties  requiring  journey 
man  s\Hl  or  experience  (where  such  classification 
exists  in  general  practice)  in  building  and  allied 
trades,  supervision  or  inspection  of  such  duties, 
and  duties  of  assistants  which  require  previous 
experience  in  the  trades.

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cation  of  that  knowledge,  and  the  exercise  of 
discretionary  judgment  as  to  the  allocation 
of  credit  and  debit  items  to  various  accounts, 
or  under  direcion  performs  duties  requiring 
some  knowledge  of  accounting  practice.

To  main- 
tain adequate  accounts  of  appropriations,  en- 
cumbrances and  expenditures  to  provide  neces- 
sary control  of  these.

(*)B  252.    Court   Interpreter—  T[155-175 

Subject  to  call  as  required,  interprets  a 
specified  foreign  language  in  trials  in  criminal 
courts  of  the  City  and  County,  sanity  hear- 
ings, or  before  Coroner's  juries. 

B  254.    Interpreter-Typist—  165-185 

Performs  miscellaneous  clerical  duties  re- 
quiring proficiency  as  a  typist  in  a  position 
which  also  requires  ability  to  interpret  one 
or  more  specified  languages.     For  example; 

(a)  Perform  such  duties  in  Juvenile  Court 
trials  or  in  investigations  conducted  by  pro- 
bation officers. 

B  301-311 — Machine  Operating 
Subdivision 

This  Subdivision  includes  only  duties  involving 
chiefly  the  operation  of  office  machines  combined 
with  incidental  duties  of  a  general  clerical  nature. 
It  does  not  include  duties  involving  the  incidental 
use  of  adding  machines  or  other  office  appliances, 
the  operation  of  which  requires  no  specific  train- 
ing,  nor  does  it  include  duties  requiring  the  use 
of  the  typewriter,  the  latter  being  separately  classi- 
/ied. 

B  301.    Pay  Roil   Machine  Operator —

Calculates  pay  roll  extensions,  additions, 
deductions  and  totals  on  a  calculating  book- 
keeping machine  involving  addition,  subtrac- 
tion and  multiplication,  but  not  requiring  a 
knowledge  of  bookkeeping.  Also  performs 
related  and  incidental  clerical  duties. 
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B  302.    Addressing  Machine  Operator — 155-175 

Operates  and  repairs  addressing  machines; 
makes  new  plates  for  same  and  renews  old 
plates  to  keep  mailing  list  up-to-date;  assembles 
and  mails  addressed  matter;  does  clerical 
work  as  required. 

B  304.    Senior  Addressing  Machine 

Operator —  180-200 

Performs  the  duties  of  an  addressing  ma- 
chine operator  and  in  addition  directs  the 
work  of  subordinate  addressing  machine  op- 
erators. 

B  305.    Voting  Machine  Adjuster—  (x)155-175 

Adjusts,  cleans,  and  tests  voting  machines; 
sets  and  checks  ballot  strips  therein;  seals 
machine;  performs  other  duties  in  connection 
with  distributing  machines  for  elections  and 
returning  and  storing  machines  after  elec- 
tions; re-canvasses  votes  cast;  periodically 
supervises  subordinates. 

B  306.    Multigraph  Operator—  155-175 

Continuously  sets  type  and  operates  and 
maintains  a  multigraph  machine;  also  per- 
forms incidental  clei-ical  duties. 

B  308.    Comptometer    Operator —  155-175 

Continuously  operates  a  comptometer  in 
totalling,  checking,  or  extending  mathematical 
calculations  where  a  high  degree  of  skill  is 
required;  also  performs  incidental  clerical 
duties. 

B  310.    Tabulating  Machine  Operator — 

155-175 

Continuously  operates  Hollerith  or  similar 
punching  sorting  and  tabulating  machines 
and  auxiliary  calculating  machines  in  the 
preparation  of  required  reports  and  tabula- 
tions. May  also  be  required  to  type  reports 
on  tabulations. 

B  311.    Bookkeeping   Machine  Operator — 

165-185 

Operates  an  Underwood,  Elliot  Fischer  or 
similar  bookkeeping  machine  involving  addi- 
tion and  subtraction  only,  requiring  an  ele- 
mentary knowledge  of  bookkeeping.  Fre- 
quently operates  a  billing  machine.  Performs 
related  and  incidental  clerical  duties. 
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B  312-350— Photographic  and  Blue 
Printing  Subdivision 


This  Subdivision  includes  only  those  duties  in' 
volving  the  operation  of  blue  printing  and  photo- 
stat machines,  the  ta\ing  of  photographs  and  the 
developing  and  printing  of  same,  and  incidental 
duties  of  a  general  clerical  nature. 

B  312.    Blue  Printer—  150-170 

Operates  blue  printing  machines;  maltes 
negatives,  blue  prints,  blue  line  prints,  cloth 
prints,  etc.;  assists  with  photostat  machine 
or  with  photography  as  required. 

B  314.    Photostat  Operator—  165-185 

Operates  photostat  machine;  helps  with 
blue  printing  and  photography  as  required; 
keeps  records  of  work  performed;  may  assume 
duties  of  photographer  in  photographer's  ab- 
sence. 

B  315,    Photographer,  Water  Service— 175-200 

Takes  photographs,  develops  and  prints 
same,  also  operates  photostat  and  blue  print- 
ing machines;  orders  supplies;  makes  re- 
quired reports. 

B  316.    Photographer,   Department  of 

Public  Works—  190-235 

Takes  photographs  or  motion  pictures  as 
required;  regularly  plans  and  directs  the 
developing  and  printing  of  same  and  the 
preparation  of  photostats  and  blue  prints; 
requisitions  supplies  and  checks  delivery  of 
same;  estimates  costs;  makes  required  re- 
ports. 

B  351-400— Purchasing  and  Store- 
keeping  Subdivision 

This  Subdivision  includes  only  duties  regularly 
involving  responsibility  for  the  purchasing  of  goods 

stores  and  stores  records.  Duties  involving  only 
the  handling  of  purchase  orders,  the  keeping  of 
records,  or  the  moving  of  materials  stored  are  not 
included. 

B  351.    Supervisor  of  Recreation 

Supplies  and   Equipment —      (x)  180-200 

To  draw  up  specifications  as  to  standards 
and  quantities  of  materials,  supplies,  tools 
and  equipment  used  by  Recreation  Commis- 
sion at  playgrounds.  Camp  Mather  and  in  the 
offices.  To  maintain  complete  records  as  to 
inventory,  distribution  and  cost  of  such  sup- 
plies, materials,  etc.,  and  to  make  proper 
accounting  therefor.    To  perform  such  other 
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duties  in  connection  with  handling  and  ac- 
counting of  supplies,  and  materials,  as  may 
be  assigned. 

d  352.    Storekeeper—  150 

Continuously  receives,  checks,  stores,  and 
issues  supplies  of  limited  scope,  and  keeps 
required  records  thereof,  such  as  one  of  the 
following:  oil  and  gasoline;  janitorial  sup- 
plies; linen,  etc.;  tools;  medical  and  surgical 
supplies;   or  clothing. 

B  354.    General  Storekeeper—  180-200 

Receives,  checks,  stores,  and  issues  gen- 
eral supplies  of  a  large  volume  and  varied 
nature  and  keeps  required  records  thereof; 
also  may  direct  one  or  more  assistants. 

B  355.    Custodian  of  Voting 

Machines —  200-250 

Receives,  checks,  stores,  and  issues  voting 
machines  and  election  supplies  and  keeps  re- 
quired records  thereof;  directs  the  work  of 
clerks  who  insert  ballot  labels  in  machines, 
set,  check,  and  seal  such  machines,  and  re- 
canvass  the  votes  cast;  directs  the  moving, 
warehousing,  and  maintenance  of  machines. 

B  356.    Senior  Storekeeper—  225-275 

Directs  the  receiving,  checking,  storing  and 
issuance  of  general  supplies  and  materials 
used  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart 
ment,  or  to  assist  the  Chief  Storekeeper, 
Purchasing  Department  in  supervising  and 
directing  the  receiving,  checking,  storing  and 
issuing  of  general  supplies  at  the  Central 
Warehouse. 

B  357.    Chief  Storekeeper, 

Purchasing    Department —  250-300 

Under  direction  of  Purchaser  of  Supplies, 
supervises  the  receiving,  checking,  inspection, 
storing  and  issuance  of  all  supplies,  merchan- 
dise and  materials  used  by  the  various  de- 
partments, involving  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  and  operations  of  the  Central 
Warehouse  and  supervision  of  a  force  of 
subordinates  engaged  in  these  duties. 

B  358.    Assistant  Stationery  Buyer—  §180-200 

Assists  in  standardizing  the  paper  and 
printing  requirements  of  the  various  depart- 
ments and  in  preparing  consolidated  schedules 
and  specifications  for  same;  tests  samples 
submitted;  assists  in  placing  of  orders;  re- 
quires thorough  knowledge  of  paper  and  of 
printing. 

B  360.    Stationery  Buyer—  §200-250 

Is  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  con- 
solidated   schedules    of    requirements    of  the 
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City  for  paper,  books,  and  printing,  and  for 
specifications  for  same;  standardizes  paper 
requirements  where  possible;  assists  in  plac- 
ing orders;  requires  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  paper  and  printing. 


B  362.    Produce  Buyer  and  Store- 
keeper— §185-225 

Purchases  perishable  foodstuffs  and  produce, 
and  inspects  and  checks  deliveries  of  same; 
and  in  addition  is  responsible  for  storing,  in- 
ventorying, and  issuing  general  supplies. 

B  364.    Produce  Buyer  and  General  Store- 
keeper— §225-275 

Performs  the  duties  of  a  Produce  Buyer  and 
Storekeeper  and  in  addition  directs  a  group 
of  subordinate  Storekeepers  and  other  assis- 
tants. 

B  366.    Assistant    Purchaser    of  General 

Supplies—  §200-250 

Subject  to  approval  of  superiors  regularly 
and  continuously  purchases  miscellaneous  non- 
contract  supplies,  involving  the  awarding  of 
small  orders  to  lowest  bidders  and  the  per- 
formance and  supervision  of  related  clerical 
duties. 


B  368.    Chief  Assistant  Purchaser  of  General 
Supplies—  250-325 

Assists  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  in  pur- 
chasing contract  and  non-contract  supplies, 
involving  the  awarding  of  orders  subject  to 
approval;  is  responsible  also  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  consolidated  schedules  and  specifica- 
tions of  supply  requirements  of  all  depart- 
ments for  which  purchasing  is  done  by  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies. 

B  370.    Railway    Equipment  Purchasing 

Agent—  225-275 

Purchases  non-contract  supplies,  such  as 
paints,  hardware,  ties,  etc.,  used  by  the 
Municipal  Railway;  also  exercises  general 
supervision  over  Municipal  Railway  stores. 

B  371.    Purchasing  Agent,  Water 

Service —  275-325 

Purchases  non-contract  supplies,  such  as 
meters,  pipe  fittings,  hardware,  etc.,  used  by 
the  Water  Service  Bureau;  also  exercises 
general  supervision  over  Water  Service  stores. 

B  372.    Purchasing  Agent,   Hetch  Hetchy 

Project—  275-350 
Purchases    supplies,    material,  equipment, 
foodstuffs,  etc.,  for  Hetch  Hetchy  water  and 
power   projects,    involving    writing  speciflca- 
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tions,  securing  bids,  awarding  orders  and  in- 
formal contracts,  and  preparing  formal  con- 
tracts; also  supervises  issuance  of  purchase 
orders  and  checking  of  invoices. 

(*)B  374.    Purchaser   of   Supplies —  11833 

Directs  the  purchasing,  warehousing,  and 
issuing  of  all  supplies  and  equipment  used 
by  the  City  and  County  except  Hetch  Hetchy 
water  supply  and  the  Public  Library,  Involving 
standardizing  specifications,  consolidating  sche- 
dules and  bids,  negotiating  contracts  for 
purchases,  preparing,  approving,  and  issuing 
purchase  orders,  and  inspecting  supplies  de- 
livered. 

B  380.    Armorer:   R.  O.  T.  C—  (x)150 

Has  charge  of  uniforms,  rifles,  swords, 
targets,  ammunition,  etc.,  of  R.  O.  T.  C, 
involving  responsibility  for  proper  recording, 
issuing  and  collection  of  such  equipment; 
cleans  rifles  and  other  equipment  and  makes 
minor  repairs. 


B  401-450 — Stenographic  Subdivision 

This  Subdivision  includes  all  duties  involving 
stenographic  ability,  whether  as  a  major  or  as  a 
minor  requirement. 

B  404.    Clerk-Stenographer —  150 

Performs  duties  of  the  sort  usually  per- 
formed by  Clerks  and  incidentally  takes  and 
transcribes  simple  dictation. 

(Persons  performing  duties  in  this  class, 
who,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
classification,  have  civil  service  classification 
higher  than  the  equivalent  of  this  class,  shall, 
by  co-operation  of  the  heads  of  departments 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  be  con- 
tinuously offered  all  possible  opportunities  for 
advancement  to  assume  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities which  will  qualify  them  for  their 
higher  civil  service  classifications,  without 
further  civil  service  examinations.  New  ap- 
pointees shall  take  standing  in  accordance 
with  the  civil  service  rules.) 

For  example: 

(a)  Maintain  simple  correspondence  files 
or  simple  records  and  occasionally  take  ordi- 
nary dictation.

(f)  Make  simple  postings  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  a  petty  cash  or  small  re- 
volving fund,  and  perform  general  steno- 
graphic and  typing  duties; 

(h)  Post  and  maintain  records  of  routine 
information  such  as  school  attendance  and 
transfer  records,  involving  responsibility  for 
checking  and  verifying  such  information  and 
ability  to  take  dictation;  or 

(i)  Perform  duties  requiring  a  competent 
stenographer  with  only  incidental  duties  of  a 
general  clerical  nature,  such  as  taking  corres- 
pondence, reports,  etc.,  by  dictation,  typing  re- 
ports, calendars,  records,  specifications,  etc., 
acting  as  secretary  to  a  department  head, 
and  performing  such  incidental  duties  as  fil- 
ing, distributing  mail,  routine  posting,  sort- 
ing papers,  or  checking  for  simple  errors. 

B  412.    Senior  Clerk-Stenographer—  180-200 
B  412a.    Sr.  Clerk-Stenographer,  Board

B  412b.    Sr.  Clerk-Stenographer,

B  412c.    Sr.  Clerk-Stenographer,  Police

Subject  to  approval  of  the  Mayor,  selects 
and  appoints  citizens  to  ceremonial  and  recep- 
tion committees  ^or  various  civic  functions. 
Acts  as  secretary  to  these  committees  and 
coordinates  the  activities  of  the  members  of 
the  committees.  Distributes  the  interest  on 
various  trusts  and  funds  for  the  relief  of 
destitute  women  and  children.  Performs 
stenographic  and  clerical  duties  and  super- 
vises the  work  of  subordinate  stenographers. 

B  415.    Confidential   Secretary  to  Chief 

Administrative   Officer—  (x)155.175 

Takes  dictation  and  transcribes  notes  in- 
cluding verbatim  reports  of  conferences,  meet- 
ings and  hearings.  Maintains  audit  of  ex- 
penditures of  Publicity  and  Advertising  appro- 
priations and  performs  other  incidental  cleri- 
cal duties. 

B  416.    Finance  Committee 

Stenographer—  §225-275 

Acts  as  stenographer  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, occasionally  taking  down  verbatim  re- 
ports of  proceeding  as  requested,  and  per- 
forming other  clerical  duties,  such  as  pre- 
paring calendars,  ordinances,  resolutions,  etc. 
or  assisting  in  maintaining  control  records 
of  financial  appropriations  and  disbursement?, 
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and  in  checking  or  investigating  such  dis- 
bursements. 

B  420.    Phonographic    Reporter —  225-275 

Regularly  reports  verbatim  proceedings  of 
a  legislative  body,  or  acts  as  official  reporter 
at  Coroner's  inquests. 

B  451-500— Telephone  Operating 
Subdivision 

This  Subdivision  includes  only  duties  involving 
the  operation  of  multiple  telephone  switchboards 
and  assigned  clerical  wor\  when  such  duties  do 
not  also  involve  stenography  or  typing.  See  also 
Stenographic  and  Typing  Subdivisions. 

B  454.    Telephone  Operator —  150 

Operates  a  private  branch  multiple  tele- 
phone switchboard  and  performs  incidental 
related  work  such  as  receiving  and  trans- 
mitting messages  or  checking  telephone  bills; 
also,  when  telephone  operating  duties  permit, 
performs  unrelated  simple  clerical  work  such 
as  addressing  and  stamping  envelopes,  num- 
bering and  arranging  papers,  etc;  or  per- 
forms duties  of  the  sort  usually  performed  by 
Clerks  and  incidentally  acts  as  relief  tele- 
phone operator. 

B  458.    Chief  Telephone  Operator —  160-180 

Performs  the  duties  of  a  Telephone  Operator 
and  in  addition  directs  a  group  of  Telephone ' 
Operators;  adjusts  complaints  regarding  tele- 
phone service. 

B  460.    Secretarial   Telephone   Operator — 

(x)155-175 

In  addition  to  operation  of  P.  B.  X.  ex- 
change, acts  as  assistant  to  Inspector  of  Com- 
plaints and/or  also  performs  work  of  a  secre- 
tarial nature  as  required. 

B  501-550— Typing  Subdivision 

This  Subdivision  includes  all  duties  involving 
typing  ability  {except  where  stenographic  duties 
are  also  required),  whether  such  duties  are  a 
major  or  a  minor  requirement. 

B  504.    Clerk-Typist—  150 

Performs  duties  of  the  sort  usually  per- 
formed by  Clerks  and  incidentally  does  ordi- 
nary typing,  or  does  general  typing  with 
purely  incidental   and   minor  clerical  duties. 

(Persons  performing  duties  in  this  class, 
who,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
classification,  have  civil  service  classification 
higher  than  the  equivalent  of  this  class,  shall, 
by  co-operation  of  the  heads  of  departments 
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and  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  be  con- 
tinuously offered  all  possible  opportunities  for 
advancement  to  assume  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities which  will  qualify  them  for  their 
higher  civil  service  classifications,  without 
further  civil  service  examinations.  New  ap- 
pointees shall  take  standing  in  accordance 
with  the  civil  service  rules.) 
For  example: 

(a)  Maintain  an  alphabetical  or  numerical 
filing  system  and  do  simple  typing; 

(b)  Direct  visitors,  give  routine  informa-

(c)  Use  typewriter  for  copying  reports, 
making  out  purchase  orders,  requisitions, 
notices,  etc.,  writing  routine  letters  without 
dictation,  cutting  stencils,  or  transcribing 
dictaphone  records;  and  perform  incidental 
duties  such  as  filing  or  giving  information 
over  telephone  or  counter. 

B  510.    Braille  Typist—  (x)155-175 

Types  reports  and  letters  from  Braille  sys- 
tem translations. 

B  512.    General    Clerk-Typist—  155-175 

Continuously  copies  documents  to  be  re- 
corded or  court  records  on  book  typewrit- 
ing machines  or  on  typewriters  ,and  checks 
same  for  errors,  or  performs  duties  of  the 
sort  usually  performed  by  General  Clerks 
and  incidentally  uses  the  typewriter.  For 
example: 

(a)  Make  entries  which  may  involve  com- 
putation, such  as  preparing  payrolls  or  per- 
sonnel records,  distributing  cost  data,  etc., 
and  use  the  typewriter  in  connection  with 
such  work; 

(b)  Accept  and  account  for  departmental 
receipts  based  on  fixed  schedules,  such  as 
fees,  deposits,  taxes,  or  license  payments, 
and  issue  therefor  appropriate  receipts,  per- 
mits, licenses,  or  certificates;  also  do  general 
typing  as  required; 

(c)  Secure  information  such  as  personal 
history  of  applicants  for  employment  or  for 
admission  to  hospitals,  and  do  general  typ- 
ing as  required; 

(d)  Post  and  maintain  records  of  routine 
information,  such  as  Coroner's  cases  or  school 
attendance  and  transfer  records,  involving  re- 
sponsibility for  checking  and  verifying  such 
information;  and  in  addition  prepare  statisti- 
cal reports  and  do  incidental  typing;  or 

(e)  Assist  with  routine  purchasing  duties, 
such  as  issuing  purchase  orders  against  ap- 
proved requisitions,  securing  quotations  or 
other  required  information,  figuring  costs  on 
requisitions,  tabulating  bids,  and  preparing 
specifications,  and  do  general  typing. 
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B  516.    Senior  Clerk-Typist—  180-200 

Performs  duties  of  the  sort  usually  per- 
formed by  Senior  Clerks  and  incidentally  uses 
the  typewriter.  For  example: 
(a)  Interview  female  complainants  and  wit- 
nesses in  the  offiv^e  of  the  District  Attorney 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  information  on 
which  to  base  criminal  charges,  involving 
discretion  in  securing  such  information;  and 
do  general  typing  as  required.

CUSTODIAL  SERVICE 

This  Division  includes  duties  involving  ihe 
custody  and  cleaning  of  public  buildings  or  other 
city  property;  also  the  guarding  of  city  property 
or  of  private  property  under  attachment.

Performs  the  duties  of  a  pump  operator  and 
in  addition  directs  the  upkeep  and  repair  of 
the  electric  pumps;  requires  some  knowledge 
of  electricity  and  motors.

Alameda  District —  200 

Under  general  direction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, has  immediate  supervision  over  construc-

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dams,  fences  and  grounds;  plans  and  directs 
the  work  of  several  work-gangs  working 
simultaneously  at  different  places.

Plans  and  directs  the  work  of  carpenters 
and  laborers  engaged  in  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  flumes,  pipes,  trestles,  roof  trusses, 
fences,  roads,  bridges,  and  related  work.

Alameda  District —  175-200  (b) 

Assists  the  Superintendent  of  the  Alameda 
District,  and  performs  his  duties  during  his 
absence. 

U  232.    Superintendent,  Alameda 

District—  225-275  (b) 

Subject  to  administrative  approval,  directs 
all  activities  in  the  Alameda  District,  which 
includes  construction,  operation,  and  main- 
tenance of  water  services,  mains,  flumes, 
tunnels,  pumping  plants,  reservoirs,  build- 
ings, lands,  and  roads  located  in  the  Alameda 
District. 

U  236.    Assistant  Superintendent, 

Peninsula  District—  225-275  (b) 

Assists  the  Superintendent  and  performs 
his  duties  during  his  absence. 

U  246.    Superintendent,  Peninsula 

District—  350-425  (b) 

Subject  to  administrative  approval,  directs 
all  activities  in  the  Peninsula  District,  which 
includes  construction,  operation  and  mainten- 
ance of  water  services,  mains,  flumes,  tun- 
nels, pumping  plants,  reservoirs,  buildings, 
lands,  and  roads  located  in  the  Peninsula 
District.

Performs  the  duties  of  a  farm  laborer  and 
directs  the  work  of  subordinate  laborers. 

V  20.    Agricultural   Assistant—  175-200 

Advises  share-tenants,  and  checks  return 
from  crops  and  storage  of  same. 

V  30.    Assistant  Superintendent, 

Agriculture —  210-250 

Assists  in  the  administration  of  agricultural 
activities,  including  the  care  of  orchards  and 
alfalfa  crops,  and  the  supervision  of  sheep 
camps. 

V  40.    Superintendent — Agriculture — (x) 250-300 

Supervises  all  agricultural  activities  on  city 
water  lands,  including  the  disposition  of  share 
crops,  the  collection  of  cash  rentals,  and  the 
drawing  up  of  leases  to  tenants.
